OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Young Liberal and Young 
Progressive Conservative or¬ 
ganizations are considering 
banding together for the re¬ 
maining campaign days of 
Monday’s election in an effort 
to get young people interested 
in voting, it was learned 
Wednesday. 

Informed sources for 1 both 
groups said the two youth or¬ 
ganizations, which are sup¬ 


ported financially by the 
parent parties, probably will 
announce the plan today in 
Toronto. That would give 
them three days to interest 
Canada’s roughly three- 
million voters 18 to 24 years 
old in turning up at the polls.'

He was premier 
until Sept. 10, 1971. 
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tional structure, also is inter¬ 
ested in the plan.

The proposed joint effort is 
said to be the work of the 
presidents of the two old-line 
party youth groups—Bob 
Dundas of the Liberals and 
Len Domino of the Conserva¬ 
tives.

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Allende supporter shows results of Chile’s street fighting 

Allende, Truckers 
Reach Agreement 


SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI) - 
President Salvador Allende 
and striking truck owners 
reached agreement Wednes¬ 
day night on settling their 
walkout, key to the national 
labor strikes which have cost 
Chile $100 million. 

A delegation of truck 
owners met twice with Al¬ 
lende during the day and said 
they had reached agreement 
“in principle” on ending their 
strike. They said the tentative 
accord will be submitted to 
their federation for final ac¬ 
tion. 

The socialist president said 
earlier that “th'* problems 
could be solved today.” Presi¬ 
dential Palace sources said 
indirect negotiations with the 
government had preceded the 
series of meetings with Al¬ 
lende. 

Meanwhile, riot police tcar- 
gassed demonstrators in 


downtown Santiago in a re¬ 
newed outburst of the violence 
that has flared sporadically 
during the 14-day crisis. Sev¬ 
eral persons were arrested 
and at least two students 
were injured. 

At one point, about 50 anti- 
government demonstrators 
staged a “sit-in” on Ahumada 
Street, Santiago’s main shop¬ 
ping artery, blocking a police 
patrol wagon. Police dis¬ 
persed the crowd with several 
tear gas barrages. 

The strikes began Oct. 11, 
when truck owners and in¬ 
dependent drivers took their 
vehicles off the roads to 
protest proposed creation of a 
federal trucking authority in a 
southern province. They 
claimed it was a step toward 
total nationalization of their 
business. 

Other trade and profes¬ 
sional organizations struck in 


sympathy, and the walkout 
extended to retail merchants, 
physicians, dentists, taxi and 
bus drivers, and others. There 
were several days of rioting 
in Santiago's streets last 
week. 

The government has im¬ 
posed a form of martial law 
in 20 of Chile's 25 provinces 
and a six-hour curfew begin¬ 
ning at midnight in Santiago 
and other populous areas. 

The government also has 
taken control of programming 
of all radio and television sta¬ 
tions in Chile, closing several 
that failed to go along with 
the decree. 

Allende said in his national¬ 
ly broadcast midnight speech 
that some strikers “have be¬ 
come desperate and irrespon¬ 
sible. forcing them to direct 
attacks and sabotage.’’ Al¬ 
lende said 59 acts of sabotage 
had been committed since the 
walkouts began. 


Liberals Strengthen 
Quebec Popularity 

MONTREAL (UPI) — A recent poll conducted 
for the Montreal Star and Le Soleil newspapers 
shows the Liberals holding a strong lead among 
voters in Quebec and the Conservatives dropping 
compared to 1968. 

The poll, published Wednesday, was conducted 
among nearly 800 provincial voters between Oct. 14 
and 17. It showed the Liberals to be the choice of 
59 per cent of those who indicated a preference in 
the Oct. 30 election. This compared with 54 per 
cent in 1968. 


And the premier said any 
private hospitals hard hit bv 
the new minimum wage of $2 
an hour could apply to the 
provincial welfare department 
for help.

He had been questioned dur¬ 
ing committee debate of the 
Male Minimum Wage Act by 
Tory house leader Dr. Scott. 
Wallace (Oak Bay) about 
Glengarry Private Hospital in 
Victoria planning to increase 
daily rates from $14 to $16 
because of the minimum 
wage boost to $2 from $1.50. 

Wallace read a letter to the 
house from the hospital in 
which it outlined the increases 
set to come into effect Nov. 22 
or the date the minimum 
wage increase began, which¬ 
ever was latest. 

The Tory house leader said 
such increases in private hos¬ 
pital rates were likely to con¬ 
tinue. 

Liberal leader Dave Ander¬ 
son (Victoria) asked Barrett 
if there was some sort of sub¬ 
sidy available for such cases 
whore a social need was being 
performed. 

The premier replied that 
hospitals in need because of 
the minimum wage boost 
would have to turn to the wel¬ 
fare department which had 
been subsidizing in the pri¬ 
vate hospital field. 

He said the government did 
not believe any employee in a 
private hospital should sub¬ 
sidize the hospital through low 
wages in order to keep it eco¬ 
nomically viable. 

Saying chronic care through 
the government was an ur¬ 
gent priority, Barrett added 
that the NDP would review 
present arrangements with 
private hospitals to the best of 
its ability to ensure no patient 
will suffer because of the 
change in the minimum wage 
or any other amendment. 

Wallace asked: “Can I in¬ 
terpret it that the government 
intends to create non-profit,

SUVA, Fiji (UPI) Hurri¬ 
cane Bebc rampaged through 
the Fiji Islands Wednesday 
leaving 13 persons dead. 100 
injured, and at least 3.0(H) 
homeless, police said. 

Floods caused by the vi¬ 
cious winds forced hundreds 
of persons to flee the southern 
lowlands of the Viti Levj/ Is¬ 
land. Rivers swollen by/rains 
rose 20 feet and put /miles of 
farmlands under four to five 
feet of water. 

In Suva, private boat- 
owners were asked by the 
government to help evacuate 
flood victims from the Rewa 
Delta area. 

Main roads around Viti 
Levil were cut by floods and 
fallen trees. Telephone ser¬ 
vices end power were cut 
off or disrupted in all towns.

“Our two nations can 
render an essential contribu¬ 
tion toward the solution of the 
tasks of the future.” he said. 


Hanoi Ready 
To Sign

Vietnam said today Hanoi and 
Washington have agreed in 
terms for ending the Vietnam 
war. It said despite “delaying 
tactics" by the United States 
it is prepared to sign the 
agreement effective Tuesday. 

Included in the agreement, 
North Vietnam said, was a 
ceasefire and an exchange of 
prisoners of war.

Riding of Constant Change, Growth 
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Munro 

accepts backlash

It is a fine home overlook¬ 
ing the sea in a prosperous 
area. 

At this precise , moment, 
Donald Munro, conservative 
in politics, manner and dress, 
finds himsell vying for atten¬ 
tion with a dog named Bobo, 
whose politics might be con¬ 
sidered highly suspect. 

Bobo, it turns out, is a Lib¬ 
eral intruder at this coffee 
party near the tip of the Saan¬ 
ich Peninsula for Munrotyhe 
Conservative candidate for 
Esquimalt-Saanieh in Mon¬ 
day's federal election. 

As such, she finds herself 
briefly in a room of blue 
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Lindholm 
. talks to people 


blazers, military crests, a 
book extolling the virtues of 
Britain, at least one splendid¬ 
ly groomed white moustache, 
a man who opens conserva¬ 
tions with “Yes, now," and a 
whispered warning or two 
that the nation may be falling 
into the hands of socialists. 

Bobo is ushered outside in 
time for Munro to make his 
five-minute political pitch to a 
group of 10 which can't really 
be expected to vote any way 
other than Conservative. As 
he speaks, the dog begins to 
whimper. Which might be ex¬ 
plained by the fact that she is 
the dog of neighborhood resi¬ 
dent Louis Lindholm. Linri- 
holm inst happens to he Lib-

riding. 

“The party represented by 
the dog here today will not 
get my vote," said jfunro, 
his voice rising over the 
protestations of Bobo. “But 
the dog I’ll vote for.’,’ 

With or without the vote of

win Monday’s election, and 
this may be the only safe bet 
you can make at this point on 
the outcome in Esquimalt- 
Saanieh, a riding of constant 
change and growth. 

The four men chasing the 
seat are, in themselves, a 
story in contrast.

At 47. Lindholm wears his 
grey hair just long enough to 
identify with the young, but 
not long enough to chase off 
the older voter. 

He is a lawyer-yachts man- 
busy community man of plush 
office and good living, whose 
expressive blue eyes give the 
first tip to an outgoing nature. 

The only young man in the 
crowd is 29-year-old NDP 
hopeful Roger Smith, mod in 
appearance and quiet by nn-

ture. He xometimos looks 
more like an academic puz¬ 
zling over an exam paper 
than a politician trying to sell 
hia wares. 

This leaves Social Credit 
candidate John Tisdalle, man 
of the quick quip and the most 
political experience, hut with 
little chance at all in this elec¬ 
tion. 

He is looked upon by some 
of the others as an "entertain¬ 
ing” candidate who adds a 
measure of levity to the cam¬ 
paign. 

Early indications were that 
this would be a contest be¬ 
tween Lindholm and Munro, 
but the NDP is now' obviously 
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very much in the race. Smith 
may be young and generally 
unknown, but even the Liber¬ 
als see strong supjmrt for him 
in Esquimau, Colwood, Lang¬ 
ford and possibly some other 
areas. 

As he sits in his campaign 
headquarters doodling with a 
pen and looking for the an¬ 
swers, Smith tends to look 
upon the party as the object 
of the support, and not him¬ 
self. 

He says indications are that 


the NDP committed vote has 
risen from below 30 per cent 
to just over 33 per cent, partly 
due to the suc^^aes of the 
recent provinclaralection. ? 

Like Munro, who retired to 
this area last April after serv¬ 
ing abroad as a diplomat, 
Smith also has to find his way 
around. He came to Canada 
five years ago from England 
(hHs almost lost his accent), 
lived among the Indians in 
northern Alberta, taught at 
out-of-the-way schools, wrote 
short stories and did some 
editing work. Today he 
teaches at Brannan Lake, a 
school for boys with commu¬ 
nity and family problems. 

Again like Munro, it is his 
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first try for a political seat 
and, if nothing else, the expe¬ 
rience has been mind-expand¬ 
ing. 

"It has been a crash course 
in human existence,” he says. 

He says he entered the 
campaign with no strong hope 
of success, but now sees signs 
(huge shopping plaza crowds 
asking for NDP signs) of a 
possible victory. If he is un¬ 
like the stereotype politician 
in other ways, he does seem 
to be acquiring one trait 
the man who can taste suc¬ 
cess before it has been 
served. 

The shopping centres have 
become the popular spots in 
the search for the undecided 
voters and that is where you 
find Lindholm and Tisdalle. 
While the others also lean 
heavily In this direction, 
Munro has, on at least one oc¬ 
casion, tied up most of a day 
with coffee parties — six of 
them that would have been 
eight if two weren't called off. 

This appears for the most 
part to be a waste of time, ex¬ 
posure of a candidate to a 
handful of committed support¬ 
ers. Instead of votes, a man is 
more likely to pick up acid in¬ 
digest ibn. 

At Esquimau shopping 
centre you find Lindholm 
dressed in sports clothes, in 
long conversation with a 
woman shopper who Is inter¬ 
ested in taxes. 

In half an hour he talks to 
maybe 20 or 30 persons. But 
on days when he is using his 
new stunt — live taping of 
' plaza interviews for radio ad¬ 
vertising he says he meets 
hundreds. 

Over to one side is the bus 
that has been loaned to him 
and from it come announce¬ 
ments of pending Trudeau 
visit. On the way to the bus 


for coffee and talk, Lindholm 
points to a little army of 
youngsters working for him. 
The kids are washing wind¬ 
shields of shoppers’ cars and 
leaving printed notices that 
this is being done through the 
courtesy of their Liberal can¬ 
didate. 

In the trailer he lauochea 
into a half-hour defence of the 
Trudeau government, pointing 
out that the many all-can¬ 
didate meetings leave little 
time to prosily explain poli¬ 
cies. 

He has never ivally had a 
chance, he says, to point out 
that problems such as unem¬ 
ployment — used against the 
Liberals by the opposition 
are not just Canadian prob¬ 
lems, but troubles of interna¬ 
tional scope in these modem 
times. 

He speaks about wanting 
central control of the Canadi¬ 
an economy, but not public 
ownership. It is obvious that 
this is a man who wants to go 
to Ottawa, but who is very 
serious about the vehicle that 
takes him. It must be the Lib¬ 
eral vehicle. 

At the Colwood shopping 
centre, the 55-year-old Tis¬ 
dalle piles his Socred litera¬ 
ture in a shopping cart and 
confronts the unprepared shop¬ 
per ^with his party’s compli¬ 
cated solution* to the ills of 
the economy. 

One couple stands nodding, 
but speechless, as he talks 
about a 144.9 million national 
debt and how' it will double in 
seven years under the present 
system. They, like others to 
follow, obviously can’t follow 
what he Is talking about. 

"See how receptive they 
were?" Tisdalle says after the 
couple slips into the super¬ 
market. 

At one |oint, in angrily de¬ 
nouncing the NDP, he slams a 


stack of literature into the 
basket. When a man turns in 
surprise, Tisdalle, laughs, 
waves and explains: "I’m 
mad." 

Another man mistakes him 
for Roger Smith and points 
out that: "You're in solid 
NDP territory.” 

Tisdalle is an old cam¬ 
paigner (19 years in the pro¬ 
vincial government, one elec¬ 
tion and five re-elections) and 
he says he is getting much 
more support than most neo- 
ple suspect two out of t^ve 
houses on some streets, three 
out of five on others. 

"I’m not going to put my¬ 
self on the spot with a predic¬ 
tion, but what I am finding in¬ 
dicates the people are going 
to be kind to me a seventh 
time," he says. 

As you finish your interview 
and leave, Tisdalle smiles, 
waves and says: "Don't fee 
too hard on me now.” 

While he is a new man and 
has never run before, the SB- 
year-old Munro is counting 
heavily on the fact the riding 
was always a Tory stronghold 
until David Anderson won it 
for the Liberals in 1968. That 
was the year of the Trudeau 
magic — the nation-wide at¬ 
traction to Pierre Elliott Tru¬ 
deau who was to become 
prime minister. 

The riding came into being I 
in 1952 and before that was j 
part of the sprawling Nanai¬ 
mo riding, which had been 
held by the Conservatives 
since 1945. 

Its number of eligible voters 
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has grown from 52,000 last 
election to 67,612 this time. 
The candidates also have to 
appeal to some 12,000 new 
voters who have cqme of age 
since 1968. The federal voting 
age hasbeen lowered to 18. 

This would seem quite ap¬ 
pealing to the NDP, who have 
been topping 70 per cent in 
mock high school votes. 

But Munro is banking on 
the loss of two features by the 
Liberals. Anderson, the popu¬ 
lar pollution fighter, has left 
to become B.C. Liberal lead¬ 
er. And Munro, like so many 
others, sees a, real backlash 
against Trudeau. 

Louis Lindholm and his Lib¬ 
eral campaign workers will 
give him a strong argument 
on this point. He has only to 
point to the huge overflow 
crowd that turned out to greet 
Trudeau in Victoria Tuesday, 
to the obvious evidence that 
the prime minister hasn't 
completely lost his old touch. 

There are many things peo¬ 
ple vote for and against and 
the boys in the back room are 
only too aware of the impor¬ 
tance of money and how it is 
being spent. This gives birth 
to an amusing juggling of fig¬ 
ures where campaign costs 
are concerned. ^ 

The NDP headquarters say 


the budget is for $6,500, 
Munro said his costs would be 
in the neighborhood of $12,000, 
Lindholm said his would be 
$10,000 and Tisdalle claimed a 
budget of $4,000 with a spend¬ 
ing of $3,000. 

Lindholm wasn’t fussy 
about releasing his figures 
until hearing what the others 
had to say. If they said they 
were spending less than the 
Liberals they wouldn’t be tell¬ 
ing the complete truth, he in¬ 
sisted.

A Munro campaign official, 
upon hearing of the $10,000 
Liberal figure, said it had 
now been discovered that the 
Conservative figure would be 
no more than this. As an af¬ 
terthought, he Said it would 
range between $8,000 and 
$ 10 , 000 . 

That is, of course, if they 
don’t have to pay off Bobo the 
Liberal dog.

Can this become stopped up. 
cause pressure to build up in 
the ear and cause one to be 
hard of hearing? 

One doctor said I had a 
dead nerve and another said 
it was sinus, and he put those 
little windows (he callpd 
them) in, but that did not. 
help. 

I can yawn or work my 
jaws and relieve the pressure. 

Then I can hear reasonably 
well. Can this be corrected? 
By whom? K.H.C. 

Thai tube is the Eustachian 
tube, quite small, and its pur¬ 
pose is to keep the pressure 
equalized on both sides of the 
ear dinm. If pressure builds 
up on one side, the ear drum 
cannot vibrato as freely, and 
hence cannot transmit sound 
vibrations as well. 

You may, of course, have 
some nerve damage which 
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would limit your hearing 
hut the tact that you hear 
reasonably well after yawning 
or working your jaws (swal¬ 
lowing also often helps) in¬ 
dicated that the nerve isn't 
completely "dead." 

You do, evidently, h a v e 
s imp off-and-on plugging of 
the Eustachian tubes. In fact, 
they may he partially closed, 
so thni from time to time they 
become stopped up complete¬ 
ly.

PARIS (UPI) - The Viet 
Cong said Wednesday that a 
Vietnam ceasefire could be 
established within days or 
even hours If President Nixon 
forced President Nguyen Van 
Thieu of South Vietnam to ac¬ 
cept a coalition with the Viet 
Cong or agreed to force his 
resignation. 

The North Vietnamese radio 
and press also attacked Nixon 
and Thieu for blocking an ear¬ 
ly peace settlement. A Hanoi 
broadcast accused Nixon of 
"hiding behind the hack" of 
Thieu while prolonging the 
war. The official North Viet¬ 
namese newspaper I<e Nhan 
Dan denounced Thieu for 
what it called his "bellicose, 
ipsolent statements" and said 
communist forces would press 
on to victory. 

The Viet Cong assertions 
were made in Paris by Mme. 
Nguyen _Thi Binh, the Viet 


Wednesday with Henry Kis¬ 
singer in their third confer¬ 
ence since his national securi¬ 
ty adviser returned Monday 
from meetings in Saigon with 
Thieu. White House press sec¬ 
retary Ronald Ziegler de¬ 
clined to discuss the sub¬ 
stance of the conversations. 

Asked about a report that 
Nixon and Thieu might meet 
to discuss proposals for ending 
the war. Ziegler said there 
was "no plan" for such a ses¬ 
sion. He also said Nixon has 
"no plans" to report to the 
American public on the Viet¬ 
nam peace negotiations before 
the Nov. 7 election.

Binh and Sau 
made clear they meant Nixon 
should dump Thieu who they 
said was a U.S. puppet and 
the main stumbling block to a 
peaceful settlement of the 
war. 

Meanwhile, American air 
strikes into North Vietnam 
were sharply curtailed amid a 
flurry of peace rumors 


Wednesday, but at the same 
time, communist gunners 
stepped up their attacks on 
population centres in the 
South. 

Heavy fighting was report¬ 
ed in the Mekong Delta 
southwest of Saigon but U.S. 
Air Force R-52s scaled down 
their month-long assaults on 
suspected communist troop 
concentrations around the 
capital.

Hoa air base was hit by six 
rounds of motar fire this 
morning.

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Canada’s Arctic Oil 


THE MANAGING DIRECTOR of the Canadian 
A Petroleum Association, D. B. Furlong, has some 
harsh words for academic critics of the proposed 
Mackenzie Valley pipelines to carry oil and gas out 
of the Arctic. He says the Canadian oil and gas In¬ 
dustry has been subject to some "almost incred¬ 
ible” attacks by prophets of gloom and doom, and 
that “it doesn’t seem to matter to these supposedly 
well educated people that these assumptions on 
which their supposedly scholarly opinions are 
based are almost entirely wrong.” 

Unfortunately Mr. Furlong does not identify 
the critics, although he does say that some of the 
research being done is financed by the federal gov¬ 
ernment directly or indirectly; he objects to the use 
of "our own money to support people who seem to 
wish only to destroy us.” One wonders than if he 
has in mind such a scholar as Dr. J. Tuzo Wilson, 
principal of Erindale College of the University of 
Toronto and professor of geophysics. Dr. Wilson 
recently presented a paper to a government-spon¬ 
sored Seminar on Guidelines for Scientific Activi¬ 
ties in Northern Canada, which received consider¬ 
able attention in the east. And it was not calculated 


Yoo-hoo 


T HE PRESIDENT of the United States is not the 
only American who sometimes forgets about 
Canada being another nation. President Nixon, it 
will be recalled, got our dander up a few months 
ago with a reference to Japan being the United 
States’ greatest trading partner. 

Now here’s the chairman of the North Ameri¬ 
can Rockwell Corporation saying that only 12 
countries besides the United States have not con¬ 
verted to the metric system: "Lined up with the 
United States against the world would be Bar¬ 
bados, Burma, Gambia, Ghana, Jamaica, Liberia, 
Sierra Leone, Southern Yemen, Tonga and Trini¬ 
dad. And I almost overlooked Muscat and Oman.” 

And he did overlook Canada. Yoo-hoo, Willard 
F. Rockwell Jr., yoo-hoo ... 


to make oil men joyful. Nor, Dr. Wilson indicated, 
was it likely to be appreciated by most politicians, 
economists, developers or bankers! 

Dr. Wilson’s idea is that the demands for gas 
and oil are so insatiable and rising so rapidly that 
the Arctic resources would meet United States re¬ 
quirements for only “a very few years,” but that If 
they were carefully husbanded they might provide 
a source of energy and petrochemicals within Can¬ 
ada for a much longer period. In other words, he 
suggests Canada should keep its petroleum re¬ 
sources and not export them; should indulge in a 
slow, planned development for the long-term bene¬ 
fit of Canadians, rather than a splurge which 
would see the erid of the petroleum age in a short 
time; and should use the extended time to do the 
research required to find practical new sources of 
energy to replace the used-up or prohibitively ex¬ 
pensive fossil fuels. 

In suport of this proposal, Dr. Wilson quotes 
Canada’s deputy minister of energy, mines and 
resources as saying that the increasing Canadian 
demand for petroleum “when cumulated over the 
30 years will exceed by a significant margin exist¬ 
ing proven reserves of conventional petroleum even 
before any addition is made for exports of oil and 
natural gas. Just to meet Canadian requirements, 
we can expect to need additional reserves approxi¬ 
mately equal to all proven reserves to date. In addi¬ 
tion, if we want to maintain, say, 15 years petro¬ 
leum reserves on hand, these additional reserves 
should be identified over the next 10 years. Even 
with a fairly satisfactory tar sands development, 
most of the additional reserves are likely to come 
from the new frontier areas—the Arctic mainland 
and islands, and possibly offshore on the East 
Coast.” 

Mr. Furlong suggests that opponents of the 
Mackenzie Valley lines will have their chance to 
argue when hearings are held by the National 
Energy Board; that in the meantime they should 
make up their minds whether they are serious- 
minded university people or half-baked politicians. 
That judgment is also open to the public. 


Capital Budget Changes 


Y7ICTORIA CITY COUNCIL is to be asked soon 
’ to amend the $6.3 million, five-year capital works 
budget approved by the ratepayers two and a half 
years ago. The proposed changes would not likely 
offend most of the voters who marked their ballots 
in favor of the borrowing and spending program. 
About a million dollars would be re-allocated — 
taken away from such projects as the reduction of 
the steep grade on Blanshard above Humboldt, the 
extension of Finlayson to Shelboume, and the con¬ 
struction of a $220,000 firefighting training centre, 
and applied to land acquisition for parks and recre¬ 
ation. 

It may well be that many ratepayers would 
like to have seen one or two of these items elimin¬ 
ated from the budget in the first place, but voted 
for it anyway to avoid the delays involved in an¬ 


other bylaw defeat. A year earlier an $8.6 million 
bylaw was strongly rejected. 

Nevertheless, this is surmise, and therefore 
there is room for doubt about the method of chang¬ 
ing the bylaw which the council will be asked to 
adopt. The recommendation will be that the mayor 
and aldermen amend the law and submit it to Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs Minister James Lorimer for approv¬ 
al. This is the alternative to resubmitting it to the 
ratepayers — who could turn it down in its en¬ 
tirety if they were of such a mind. 

But this surely should be their right. If sub¬ 
stantial changes may be made in capital budgets by 
councils without the approval of the electors, but 
only the consent of the minister, there is not much 
sense in presenting definite proposals originally. 
Anyone with objections at least should let the coun¬ 
cil, and the minister, know. 


The Old Concept of Freedom 
Issue Among British Tories 


What happened at thla 
year’s conference of the Brit¬ 
ish Conservative Party was 
not only dramatic in itself but 
has important implication* 
for Conservatives every¬ 
where. 

The conference is always 
very smoothly stage- 
managed. Critical resolutions 
and dissenting speaker* are 
kept to a minimum. When the 
Conservative Party is in of¬ 
fice, as it is now, many of the 
resolutions simply "congratu¬ 
late the government” on its 
policies. 


But one resolution — which 
the party managers did not 
choose for debate — pointed 
out to the government that 
"the Conservative natives are 
getting restless.” And so they 
are. Grassroots Conservatives 
in Britain, like right-wing Re¬ 
publican* in America, are 
worried and perplexed by the 
way in which their govern¬ 
ment r or what they thought 
was their government — 
seems to be steadily backing 
away from the policies on 
which it was elected. 

Two years ago. at his first 
party conference after becom¬ 
ing prime minister, Edward 
Heath promised “a quiet rev¬ 
olution” which would shift 
Britain decisively from the 
flabby liberal consensus into 
the bracing air of conserva¬ 
tive freedom. Now he talks, 
instead, about "the fair soci¬ 
ety” — a phrase ominously 
reminiscent of "the Great So¬ 
ciety” and similar liberal slo¬ 
gans. 

Rank - and - file Conserva¬ 
tives in Britain feel that Mr. 
Heath’s government has been 
weak at home and abroad, 
letting itself be pushed off 
course by miltant strikers,’ by 
terrorist* In Northern Ireland 
and by President Amin in 
Uganda.

These discontended British 
Conservatives, unlike right- 
wing Republicans, have a 
leader, or at least a spokes¬ 
man, of great eloquence and 
intellectual force — Enoch 
Powell. Die party managers 
would have prevented him, if 
they could, from taking any 
prominent part in the confer¬ 
ence, but they were out¬ 
manoeuvred by a right-wing 
faction, and Mr. Powell made 
a major speech about the 
Ugandan Aslans, accusing the 
government of persistently 
under-rating the problems 
caused by colored immigra¬ 
tion and erf deliberately de¬ 
ceiving the nation by pretend¬ 
ing that the Asians have a 
legal, as distinct from a possi¬ 


ble moral, right to come to 
Britain. 

It was the most highly- 
charged occasion anyone 
could remember at a Conser¬ 
vative Party conference. Mr. 
Powell’s contempt for Mr. 
Heath, and Mr. Heath’s loath¬ 
ing of Mr. Powell, were 
almost tangible. The particu¬ 
lar question of the Ugandan 
Asians was incidental. There 
is now a total confrontation 
between Mr. Powell's idea of 
conservatism and Mr. 
Heath's. 


Mr. Powell and the right¬ 
wingers believe that the gov¬ 
ernment has betrayed its own 
principles. Mr. Heath (if he 
were talking candidly, in pri¬ 


vate) might say, as perhaps 
President Nixon would, that 
he has merely responded 
pragmatically to political and 
economic necessities. 

This latter view amounts to 
saying that no return to the 
traditional concept of a free 
society will ever be possible. 
The best we can hope for in 
the future is some reasonably 
humane form of Corporate 
State. 

Certainly the alternative 
cannot be easy: The pres¬ 
sures which blew Mr. Heath 
and President Nixon off 
course are real. But Mr. Po¬ 
well’s supporters hope and be¬ 
lieve that, given a firmer phi¬ 
losophy and more eloquence 
than Mr. Heath has displayed, 
people could still be persuad¬ 
ed that the rigors of freedom 
are worthwhile.

The National Elections 


In many ways the U.S. and 
Canadian election campaigns 
are similar. In neither 
country are emotions running 
very high. In both countries 
the incumbent political lead¬ 
er, whether president or 
prime minister, is expected to 
be returned to office. Both in 
the United States and Canada 
inflation, law and order, and 
protection of the environment 
are among the issues. 

But there are important dif¬ 
ferences too. 

The coming election in the 
United State* may mark the 
beginning of a new political 
era, with drastically real- 
ligned voter affiliations, one 
that could last for several 
decades. 

The Canadian election Is 
being fought in an atmosphere 
of anti-Americanism, while 
the U.S. election is being con¬ 
ducted as though Canada did 
not exist. 


President Nixon may be 
creating, aided by the con¬ 
juncture of several long-term 
political trends, a new politi¬ 
cal coalition in the United 
States. It is one that might 
give the Republicans control 
of at least one congressional 
house within four years. It is 
one dkat may well ensure the 
election of another Republi¬ 
can president in 1976. 

The Great Depression en¬ 
sured the election of Pres¬ 
ident Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
By 1936 he had managed to 
consolidate the support of or¬ 
ganized labor through the Na¬ 
tional Labor Relations Act 
and other legislation. By 1933 
he had also won a consider¬ 
able majority of the black 
vote, even though Negroes had 
traditionally voted Republican 
since the days of -President 
Lincoln. The states of the 
Solid South continued to vote 
Democratic so regularly that 
to be nominated for the Dem¬ 
ocratic ticket was still tan¬ 
tamount to election in No¬ 
vember. In 1936 Roosevelt 
won every state except Maine 
and New Hampshire. 

Prior to Nixon, the only Re¬ 
publican to be elected pres¬ 
ident since Herbert Hoover 
was General Eisenhower. And 
"Ike” was elected twice, not 
because he was a nominal Re¬ 
publican, but because he was 
a successful allied general. 
Moreover, as Nixon was bitter¬ 
ly to learn against Kennedy in 
I960, Eisenhower did very lit- 
11 e while president to 
strengthen the Republican 
party throughout the country. 

It is becoming evident that

President Nixon has learned 
his lesson well. During his 
four years in office his staff 
has worked hard to broaden 
support for the Grand Old 
Party. The once Democratic 
Solid South, is expected to be 
carried by Nixon in No¬ 
vember, with a number of 
congressional candidates 
being elected on his coat tails. 
A majority of the "ethnics,” 
including the Polish- 
Americans, German- 
Americans, and Italian- 
Americans, heavily favor the 
president according to the 
polls, whereas once the "eth¬ 
nics” tended to vote Demo¬ 
cratic. Organized labor in this 
election is split, something 
that could never have been an¬ 
ticipated four years ago, per¬ 
haps partly because many un¬ 
ionists feel that McGovern is 
too pro-Negro and partly be¬ 
cause many feel that he is too 
willing to sell out in Vietnam. 
The Jewish vote, once solidly 
Democratic, is expected to go 
mostly to Nixon this year be¬ 
cause he has opposed the 
Arabs and sold arms to 
Israel. Most of these gains 
have been at the cost of the 
Negro vote, which continues 
to support the Democrats, 
partly because of Nixon’s 
stance on school busing. But 
there are more white than 
black voters. 


Candidate McGovern finds 
he is losing the election with 
the help of the same people 
who unexpectedly won him 
the nomination. He won at 
Miami with the assistance of 
political amateurs, who were 
disproportionately young, fe¬ 
male, and black, and who 
were often too idealistic to 
stomach compromises with 
the old Democratic pros. As a 
result the Democratic Party 
machines in the states and 
large cities, often unable to 
communicate with the McGo¬ 
vern zealots, have concentrat¬ 
ed on re-electing their old 
party regulars. McGovern in 
1972 is heading towards the* 
same sort of election disaster 
as Barry (ioldwater did in 
1964 against Lyndon Johnson. 
Both McGovern and Gold- 
water have represented ex¬ 
treme wings of their respec¬ 
tive party. The extremists of 
1964 could nominate Gold- 
water but not elect him. The 
same is going to be true of 
McGovern in 1972. 

The situation in Canada 
during this election year ex¬ 
hibits no such drastic realign¬ 
ments. True, the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party won a surprising 


upset against Social Credit in 
the British Columbia provin¬ 
cial elections of this last 
August. Part of this upset 
however can be attributed to 
resentments that accumulated 
during the 20-year regime of 
former Premier Ben¬ 
nett. Nevertheless, the stal¬ 
warts of the New Democratic 
Party and of McGovern’s 
IVmocrats are in many ways 
brothers under the skin. There 
probably is a new youth vote 
of modest strength in Canada, 
comprising the more educated 
and disenchanted of under 35, 
and it will probably tip the 
scales in some federal constit¬ 
uencies on October 30. Where 
the choice is Conservative or 
Liberal, Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau should benefit, but 
where there is a third choice 
he may lose more votes than 
the Conservatives. 

★ ★ ★ 

Canadian elections are sel¬ 
dom able to ignore the over¬ 
whelming existence of the 
United States. There are sim¬ 
ply too many "Yanks,” they 
are too rich, and they are too 
close, or at least so it seems. 
Candidates seeking seats in 
the Dominion Parliament can 
hardly afford not to become 
emotional about the encroach¬ 
ments in Canadian life of U.S. 
investments and influence. 
Adopting patriotic attitudes is 
one thing however. More to 
the point is how to define the 
sort of legislation that can do 
something about it. 

A large fraction of Canadi¬ 
an natural resources are now 
owned by "Canadian” compa¬ 
nies that are controlled in turn 
by U.S. corporations. This 
fact of itself can be emo¬ 
tionally disturbing, even 
though the economic and so¬ 
cial consequences are really 
lienign on balance. Canada 
badly needs outside capital, 
for its own abilities to save 
and invest are limited. Invest¬ 
ments from Europe are com- 
nics that are controlled in turn 
paratively not significant 
and Canadians would proba¬ 
bly not respond favorably to 
massive Japanese investment 
in their country. Meanwhile 
U.S. corporate investments 
provide Canadian .jobs, con¬ 
tribute to Canadian Gross Na¬ 
tional Product, and expand 
tax bases at all levels of Ca¬ 
nadian government. It is hard 
to imagine how Canadians as 
a whole would be better off if 
tfie flow of investment from 
the U.S. could be brought to 
an end. 

Die U.S. government of 
course might be very willing 


to protect its balance of pay¬ 
ments by further restricting 
the outflow of U.S. funds to 
Canada. In fact the Equaliza¬ 
tion Tax of 15 per cent, 
enacted by Congress at Presi¬ 
dent Johnson's request, has 
exactly this purpose. 

For som# Canadians tha 
U.S. threat seems more cul- < 
tural than financial. So many 
TV and radio programs origi¬ 
nate In the United States. The 
outskirts of Canadian cities 
exhibit the same sprawl of 
tnoteis, gas stations, and 
hamburger joints that have 
blighted the outskirts of so 
many American cities. The 
simple truth is that Canadians 
and Americans live In rather 
similar environments, their 
lives are based equally on the 
automobile, and 80 per cent of 
all Canadians can and do re¬ 
ceive American TV and radio 
stations. 

Strategically, whether they- 
like it or not, Canadians and 
Americans are in the same 
dangerous boat. In the event 
of an all-out nuclear war, It 
is by no means evident that 
the Soviets would leave Cana¬ 
dian cities untargetted so that 
they could provide a limited 
post-attack recuperation base 
for the U.S. And even If Cana¬ 
dian cities were not de¬ 
stroyed, the radio-active fall¬ 
out from the elimination of 
Seattle, Minneapolis-St. Paul, 
Chicago, Cleveland, etc., 
would produce a high propor¬ 
tion of casualties among the 
population on the northern 
side of the common border. 


Die fall elections in the 
United States and Canada will 
soon be history*. Nixon and 
Trudeau will probably be re¬ 
elected. Wheri next they meet 
there will be little that they 
can agree to do about U.S.- 
Canadian arrangements. 
Hence each country is con- 
centrating on the 
issues that especially concern 
its voters without really af¬ 
fecting the other nation. When 
all is said and done, so far as 
the 1972 elections are con¬ 
cerned, their real importance 
is that they demonstrate the 
reality of democracy in these 
two countries. For, if by some 
chance Nixon or Trudeau 
were defeated, there would be 
no military coup organized to 
sustain them. The transition 
of power would be affected 
smoothly and constitutionally 
And this is something that 
can be said of less than two 
dozen of Ihe 100 odd countries 
that now comprise the family 
of nations. 


The Olympic Games at Montreal: Dollar Games by Drapeau Again? 


A few concerned taxpayers 
are trying to pin down Prime 
Minister Trudeau on what 
commitments the federal gov¬ 
ernment might be making to 
the Montreal Olympics. 

With long memories, they 
possibly recall how Montreal 
Mayor Jean Drapeau pro¬ 
mised that it would cost Otta¬ 
wa and the federal taxpayers 
a mere 920 million to 6tage 
Expo 67. 

Nobody seems to know, for 
sure, even now, just how 
much it did cost — and if they 
do, they aren’t telling — but 
some hint of the total price- 
tag was dropped two years 
ago in Parliament when the 
government disclosed Ottawa 
had paid H40 million of the 
Expo bill. 

That’s seven times the 920 
million Mayor Drapeau had 
promised would be the limit. 


Difficult though it may be 
to believe, it’s a fact that a 
final accounting of Expo still 
has to be made. 

Even before the books are 
closed on that one great ex¬ 
travaganza, Mayor Drapeau 
Is planning another orgy of 
spending other people’s — in¬ 
cluding your — money. 

When he bagged the Sum¬ 
mer Olympics of 1976 for 
Montreal, the expansive 
mayor, whose new "inner 
city” was built by the rest of 
Canada to accommodate 
Expo, gave the same old 
promise. 

It would cost Canadians 
generally practically nothing 
— only a few million — for 
Montreal and Quebec would 
foot the bill. 

The pledge looks good on 
paper — as long as that paper 
isn’t part of a government

ledger — because neither 
Montreal nor Quebec has 
any money. 

They're broke. 

And the Montreal Olympics 
are going to cost hundreds of 
millions. 

The Winter Olympics in 
Tokyo cost 9700 million and 
this summer’s games In Mun¬ 
ich 9900 million with all the 
bills still to come in. 

So, apparently bearing 
some of these facts and fig¬ 
ures in mind, some of the tax¬ 
payers on "hot-line" radio 
election slvnvs in Western 
Canada have been confronting 
the prime minister with ques¬ 
tions about "how much” this 
time for Montreal. 

Catch is that Mayor Dra¬ 
peau keeps changing his tune 
and so the prime minister 


isn’t always able to sing the 
same soothing song. 

Only five months ago —too 
short a time for him to really 
forget — Mayor Drapeau pub¬ 
licly committed 9500 million 
in what he called "public 
works” to his Olympics. 

Trouble is he didn’t say 
whose 9500 million. 

And just last March the 
prime minister hedged his ini¬ 
tial pledge of no "direct” fed¬ 
eral contributions to the 
games. 

For while there could be no 
"special” federal funds for 
Montreal, related the prime 
minister, Mayor Drapeau 
would be able to secure som§_ 
Ottawa financing through 
what he called "established 
programs.” 

He is on record with this: 

"Mayor Drapeau Is hoping 


the federal shared-cost pro¬ 
grams which apply across the 
country will be used in some 
way towards the games — 
and to this we have no objec¬ 
tion.” 

Mayor Drepeau mentions 
9500 million in "public 
works.” 

And the prime minister 
talks of "established pro¬ 
grams.” 

How do they mesh? 

Well, there’ll be the Olym¬ 
pic Village housing 15,000 and 
costing 9120 million of which, 
under "shared-cost pro¬ 
grams,” the iederal and Que¬ 
bec provincial governments 
would provide 75 per cent 
under existing housing legisla¬ 
tion. 

The Village would qualify, 
the government has ex¬ 
plained, because after the 


games it can he Vttnverted 
under the name of "urban re¬ 
newal” into low-cost public 
housing. 

Then there's the 9100 mil¬ 
lion five-mile extension to the 
Trans^Canada Highway in 
downtown Montreal, eligible 
for federal funds. 

Include the 16-mile, 9200 
million extension of Mon¬ 
treal’s subway system, to 
serve the Olympic Village, 
and remember Ottawa’s com¬ 
mitment to aid in urban rapid 
transit development. 

Not to forget, either, the 
press-radio-TV-cinema centre 
for 4,000 information people, 
each one of them to have a 
private room with radio, 
closed circuit TV and at-the- 
d<x>r transport — the whole 
complex with its own clinic, 
theatre, pool, sauna, gym, 
lounges, dining rooms and 


bars to lie "architecturally 
landscaped in a garden." 

Count into the bill 950 mil¬ 
lion for an 80,000 seat stadium 
... 925 million for a swim¬ 
ming pool complex seating 
10,000 In the stands ... a bike 
track with 5,000 seats . . . 
archery and rifle ranges and 
all the rest that goes with 
summer sport. 

While there’s still time — 
and four years isn’t too much 
— the taxpayers, in their own 
financial self-defence should 
continue bearing down hard 
on the prime minister for a 
firm, no ifs or buts, pledge on 
the size of the federal con¬ 
tribution to the games. Mayor 
Drapeau’s changing figures 
just aren't good enough. 

And while they’re at it, the 
taxpayers should pin down 
Conservative Leader Stanfield 
and David Lewis of the New 
Democrats too.

Among Endangered Species Is Man Himself

When I first saw 
Pippa, the cheetah, she 
was sitting pertly on a 
chair In the tearoom of 
the New Stanley Hotel 
in Nairobi. 

I had gone to meet her 
owners, an English couple 
who were leaving Kenya and 
wanted to ensure that their 
pet would find a good home. 

Pippa was wearing a 
harness and was able to sit at 
a table, looking as if she 
might have a soft drink 
through a straw. She was a 
thoroughly spoiled cub. 

Eighteen months later she 
had returned to the wild. She 
waa living In the northern 
frontier district where she 
had been born. She had 
learned to hunt for herself, 
had mated with a wild chee¬ 
tah, and wan raising a litter 
of cabs. 

Pdppa’s rehabilitation to 
the wild required patience, 
preaervance, love, and the 
same kind of respect for her 
as a being that I would have 
offered a fellow human. I had 
previously shared this love 
and respect with Elsa the 
lioness, whom my husband 
George and I had raised as a 
cub. 

★ ★ ★ 

But it was not simply a 
matter of affection — al¬ 
though there was plenty of 
that. The rehabilitation 
process was Important as an 
experiment in developing a 
means of trying to guarantee 
the survival of endangered 
species. The cheetah is one of 
these; the lion may become 
one soon. 

I learned many things from 
Elsa and Pippa. They proved 
always to be interesting and 
affectionate companions. And 
I enjoyed the closeness to na¬ 
ture that the rehabilitation 
process required. 

But there were many times 
when I was working with Elsa 
and Pippa, and there have 
been many times since, when 
I have wondered about an¬ 
other endangered species, a 
species generally as ignorant 
of the threat to its survival 
as thest two cats had been. 

★ ★ ★ 

That species is man. 

Some recent scientific, eco¬ 
nomic, and political research 
•uggeeta that the curves for 
food demand and food supply 
will cross in a maximum of 60 
years. By then, man’s over¬ 
population, increasing pollu¬ 
tion, and the diminishing food 
supply could threaten to end 
human life on our planet. 

Being aware of this re¬ 
search, I could not help won¬ 
dering what steps man could 
take to ensure his survival. 
Could he, for instance, learn 
from animals something 
about birth control, intercrea¬ 
ture relationships, or thought- 
communication that would 
help him avoid extinction? 

★ ★ ★ 

Generally, the first reaction 
to such musings is one of as¬ 
tonishment. The question 
phrases itself. What can man, 
the mast highly developed spe¬ 
cies of animal life, learn from 
less developed creatures? 

Astonishment at this ques¬ 
tion itself suggests a starting 
place. Perhaps man needs to 
regain his humility — and his 
sense of perspective. 

Perhaps he should look at 
himself as just another exper¬ 
iment of nature, no more im¬ 
portant intrinsically than the 
thousands of other species 
evolved in our planet. 

Man is, after all, a fairly 
recent development. He has 
lived on earth only 1.7 million 
years — not a very long time 
compared with the 400 million 
years of some creatures. 

★ ★ ★ 

Man’s achievements during 
this stay are astounding. Yet 
they enadanger his own sur¬ 
vival. As a result, he may 
disappear as have other spe¬ 
cies who became too over¬ 
specialized, or outlived their 
invironment. 

Perhaps more than any 
other creative man is notable 
for his constant violations of 
the eternal law of living In 
harmony with nature. Man 
kills everything that competes 
with him for living space or 
food. He has irreparably dam¬ 
aged his environment. He has 
forsaken nature’s basic laws, 
substituting for them his own 
man-made laws and values. 

He has, for example, invent¬ 
ed money — and now he 
gauges success, power, and 
achievement almost exclusi¬ 
vely in terms of it. He overes¬ 
timate* his ego and his capa¬ 
cities. He worships status and 
sacrifices fantastically for it. 

★ ★ ★ 

A more rational perspective 
would see that all organic life 
is of equal importance. That 
every species has its role to 
play. That nothing survles 
unless it fits into the balance 
of nature and lives within its 
environment. That all life 
must work together to pre¬ 
serve life and maintain eco¬ 
logy- 

But man can also learn 
more specifically from ani¬ 
mals. With his research ca¬ 
pacity he can ask himself: 
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The author with Pippa the cheetah 


SI that her unfortunate cubs did 
not need her anymore. She 
lost no time in starting a new 
litter. This also happened with’ 
a lioness I knew. 


Judging from this behavior, 
I can only assume that some 
kind of psychological block 
stops mother Hons and chee¬ 
tahs from wanting to mate 
while they are preoccupied 
with training their young. 

Aaother secret of animals’ 
survival Is telepathy. This 
sense has become atrophied 
la man, but a definite 
thought-communication func¬ 
tions in animals. 

Elsa the lioness frequently 
sensed when George and I in¬ 
tended to visit her camp, even 
though it lay 180 miles from 
our home in Isiolo. On most 
occasions when wo made our 
irregular visits she was wait¬ 
ing for us. By following her 
spoor we discovered that she 
has sometimes walked 50 or 60 
miles to meet us. 


How were animals able to 
maintain the balance of na¬ 
ture for more than 400 million 
years? Once he has unlocked 
these secrets, he can try to 
apply them to his own situa¬ 
tion. 

★ ★ ★ 

What are some of these se¬ 
crets? 

Birth control is one. Ani¬ 
mals have very efficient 
means of controlling their re¬ 
production. We who study ani¬ 
mals have learned abut it 
only in the last few years. 

We don’t yet know how It 
works, but we do know some 
facts. Most antelopes, tor ex¬ 
ample, can withhold their 
young for weeks, even 
months. They do this in order 
that births occur with the ar¬ 
rival of the rains, the avail¬ 
ability of grazing, and the 
mother’s adequate supply of 
milk for their young. 

Elephants seem able to 
adjust their reproduction in 
somewhat the same way. 

On the Victoria Nile, for in¬ 
stance, one bank is extremely 
eroded; it provides barely 
enough food for the elephants 
living there. The opposite 
bank on the other hand, is 


quite well covered with vege¬ 
tation. 

Observations indicate that 
elephants on the grassy bank 
calve every four years, while 
those on the eroded bank do 
so only every nine. 

★ ★ ★ 

My own observations of 
Elsa and Pippa have revealed 
some most interesting facts. 
These cats come into season 
every five to seven weeks. 
Once the first litter has been 
bom, they have the capacity 
to produce a new litter every 
3% months, and some zoo-con¬ 
fined lionesses actually do 
produce litters this often. 

But In their natural state, 
females of these species will 
not let a male near them — 
let alone mate with him — 
while they are engaged In 
rearing their young to com¬ 
plete Independence. Among 
lions this period lasts two 
years; among cheetahs It Is 
about Yl/i months. 

When Pippa lost two litters 
to predators a few days after 
their birth, she instantly 
looked for a mate and con¬ 
ceived, despite the fact that 
she had hardly recovered 
from giving birth. Knowing 


New Zealanders 
Demand 
Bilingualism

More than a century after New Zealand’s parliament was 
urged in a petition to stop the Maori language being taught in 
schools, another petition has been presented asking for instruc¬ 
tion in Maori to be made more widely available. 


These two moves, separated 
by 100 years, illustrate one of 
the great failures in New Zea¬ 
land’s system to educate 
Maoris, the country’s in¬ 
telligent Polynesians who set¬ 
tled the country centuries be¬ 
fore Europeans. 

In an effort in the last cen¬ 
tury to speed up the education 
process the authorities decid¬ 
ed that the use of the Maori 
language was a hindrance. 
Teachers were discouraged 
from learning the language 
and schools were ordered to 
give instruction in English 
only. 

★ ★ ★ 

The policy was adopted 
even though early mission 
schools teaching in Maori had 
been successful. The example 
was there, but the European 
settlers had little respect for 
things not British. 

In 1847 the mission schools 
were told they must instruct 
in English as well as in Maori 
to qualify for subsidies. Then 
in 1867 parliament decreed 
the bilingual system must go 
and teaching be limited to En¬ 
glish. 

Some authorities, even in the 
special Maori schools that 
were later established, car¬ 
ried out the policy so strictly 
that children caught speaking 
Maori at school were given 
corporal punishment. 

4c ★ ★ 

The "English only” policy 
was not a success. Indeed, it 
is probably the main reason 
why so many Maoris today 
speak indifferent English and 
poor Maori. 

Now there has been a reac¬ 
tion. A militant intellectual 
group and insistent young stu¬ 
dents, many of them Europe¬ 
ans, are demanding that 
Maori instruction be made 
available in all the elementa¬ 
ry primary schools and in the 
secondary colleges. 

They want teachers to learn 
Maori and they want to en¬ 
courage as many New Zea¬ 
landers as possible to become 
bilingual. 

* * ★ 

The government has al¬ 
ready started a program to 
give Maori instruction in

schools and it is expanding 
every year. What Is encourag¬ 
ing is that a growing number 
of children, Maori and Euro¬ 
pean, are learning the lan¬ 
guage. 

The minister of Maori af¬ 
fairs, Duncan MacIntyre, is a 
keen advocate for Maori and, 
in fact, added his signature to 
the petition presented to par¬ 
liaments 

It is significant that parlia¬ 
mentary sympathy for Maori 
instruction has come at a 
time when there are strains 
appearing in New Zealand’s 
much-praised race relations, 
particularly in the largest 
city, Auckland, where there is 
a big population of Polyne¬ 
sians. 

★ ★ ★ 

There is a belief in official 
quarters that teaching Maori 
together with instruction in 
arts and crafts will contribute 
to a greater understanding be¬ 
tween the races. 

While most New Zealanders 
probably agree with the move 
for Maori language instruc¬ 
tion, a number of Europeans 
believe New Zealanders 
should be taught languages 
such as Japanese, Malay and 
others that would he of inter¬ 
est commercially. 

But the students insist the 
language Is a vital part of the 
nation’s culture and belongs 
to all New Zealanders. It 
should be available to them. 
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The same thing happened 
when I took Elsa’s two sisters 
to Nairobi to be flown to the 
Rotterdam zoo. Elsa stayed 
behind with George in Isiolo 
180 miles away. 

He did not know when I was 
coming back; no person 
knew. But Elsa knew. On the 
morning of my return she sat 
down in the entrance drive 
and would not budge until I 
arrived in the evening. 

I have known this kind of 
though-communication with 
the animals with whom I’ve 
lived. When Elsa died, I woke 
in the night, knowing what 
had happened, even though I 
was several hundred miles 
away. The same thing oc¬ 
curred later with one of Pip- 
pa’s cubs. 

I don’t possess this sensitiv¬ 
ity with my own kind. I feel 
far more in tune with what Is 
going on when I am in the 
bush than when I am in Lon¬ 
don or Nairobi. 

We don’t know much yet 
about this telepathy — from 
which gland it comes, or how 
it works. But if men could 
reawaken or cultivate it in 
themselves and then co¬ 
operate by trusting each other, 
rather than fearing and treat¬ 
ing one another suspiciously, 
the world would be a far better 
place. 

Another secret of the ani¬ 
mals Is embodied in a basic 
law of nature which men 
often ignore. Every animal 
has around him a security 
zone. Withing that zone he 
feels safe. 

Simple observation shows 
what happens to creatures 
whose sense of adequate liv¬ 
ing space has been consistent¬ 
ly violated, and who have 
thus become degenerate. 

You only have to go to a 
so©. There yen find animals 
sitting like prisoners, tucked 
so close together that It is not 
surprising they become frus¬ 
trated and sometimes so tense 
that they try to break out. 
Then they have to’ be de¬ 
stroyed. 


When people see animals in 
this condition, they get the 
impression that the animals 
are either dangerous and 
aggressive or, if they have 
fallen into a state of utter 
despair, that they are lethar¬ 
gic or stupid. But animals 
that I have known in their 
natural state are never like 
this. 

This illustrates why zoos — 
even the best zoos — cannot 
solve the problem of recover¬ 
ing a healthy survival number 
of presently endangered spe¬ 
cies. 

Even if we succeed in 
breeding endangered species 
in zoos, what do we achieve? 
Only more zoo exhibits — and 
animals who behave as unna¬ 
turally as the conditions are 
under which they live. 

The only solution seems to 
be breeding endangered spe¬ 
cies under natural conditions 
within protected areas, such 
as national parks. 

In my book Pippa’s Chal¬ 
lenge, Pippa’s experience il¬ 
lustrates a successful way of 
doing this — particularly 
since several of her daughters 
are now also breeding well. 


The security-zone sense, the 
word for adequate living 
space, is not limited to wild 
animals. Men once possessed 
it as well. But now our aware¬ 
ness of it has grown so faint 
that four or five people can 
live together in one room, a 
situation which repeatedly 
occurs in overcrowded slums. 

People Bring in these condi¬ 
tions often become aggres¬ 
sive, sometimes even crimi¬ 
nals — for the same reason 
that animals do in zoos. 

Man-made values account 
not only for man’s reduced 
awareness of his own security 
zone. They also have impaired 
a whole range of relationships 
which nature maintains in pro¬ 
per perspective. 

One of these, referred to 
earlier, is mating. Another is 
the relationship of mother to 
young. So many modern, 
human mothers these days 
prefer to have jobs and put 


their children in day-care 
centres or kindergartens, 
rather than look after them. 

★ ★ ★ 

In nature this happens only 
In perverted cases. I have 
watched many animal 
mothers with their young. 
They are devoted to them and 
tend them with affection — 
and discipline. But they don’t 
overdo It. Elsa and Pippa 
loved their cubs, but they also 
kept strict behavior. There 
was no nonsense about It. 

Man’s great challenge at 
this moment is to prevent his 
exodus from this planet. If he 
wants to survive — which he 


can do only If all other forms 
of life around him survive as 
well — he simply has to see 
himself as no more important 
than his fellow creatures. 

Since man has a higher in¬ 
telligence than most animals, 
he is responsible for insuring 
their survival and thus main¬ 
taining life on our planet. 

I personally doubt that man 
can recover his original rela¬ 
tionship with all other forms 
of life unless he reappraises 
his man-made values, returns 
again to the rules of nature, 
and then accepts and obeys 
them.

Tuesday was somewhat spe¬ 
cial for many of the 350 or so 
people who work at a certain 
city plant. Besides being pay¬ 
day, for many it was the day 
that THE RAISE appeared on 
their cheques for the first 
time since the most recent 
contract was signed. 

Was it just another kink In 
the wages-prices spiral that 
politicians, management and 
labor kick around? Or was it 
something different? 

In any event, the recipients 
o f this larger cheque were 
asked what they did with the 
extra money and did they 
have any plans for it. 

The answers, directly quot¬ 
ed : 

• "Well, my wife works 
so it was extra money. We’ll 
find it handy I suppose when 
we go to Hawaii at the end of 
next month for a holiday.” 

• "It’i gone already. 
Once I get straightened 
around we plan to buy an old 
secondhand car.” 

• "I’ll likely be increas¬ 
ing my investments with it I 
guess.” 

• "This week? It’s been 
devoured already in expenses. 
Perhaps I’ll be putting it In 
bonds.” 

• "I went out and bought 
a new shirt. Plus some pants. 
The raise didn’t cover the 
pants but I was going to buy 
some new clothes anyway. I’d 
likely have bought them 
sooner or later.” 

• "More fuel for the old 
motor. My wife now figures 
that we can spend $100 a 
month on groceries.” 

• "We’re going to a 
movie Friday night. I saw it 
in Vancouver but I wanted the 
wife to see it. This money is 
what really Inspired the 
Idea.” 

• "What? Was the raise 
on this week? You, know, I 
haven't even looked at my 
cheque. When will we get the 
retroactive?” 

• "It was no big thing in our 
lives. But we're counting on it 
for our trip to Europe in a 
year and a half.” 

• "I don’t know. My hus¬ 
band looks after our money.” 

• "I’m less worried. It 
will be easier to make some 
of those payments.” 

• Specific purpose? Yes, 
it went to pay a florist bill. 
Maybe I’ll be able to build up 
my wife's bank account with 
it.” 

One of the respondents 
summed up the feelings of 
many. 

"Right now it looks good. 
But I know that by the time 
the next stage of this raise 
comes through I'll need every 
nickel of it.” 

Strangely, only one of those 
interviewed brought up the 
matter of increased income 
tax 

"Do you know that 1 now 
pay more in income tax in a 
year than what I earned in 
salary when I came to Cana¬ 
da 20 years ago," he mar¬ 
velled.

Pound Pounded Again 


LONDON (UPI) — The 
British pound took a hammer¬ 
ing in foreign exchange mar¬ 
kets Wednesday and dropped 
to a new low of $2.3550 follow¬ 
ing renewed selling from the 
Continent. 

As the pound dropped feel¬ 
ing mounted in financial 
quarters that it was time for 
a statement from the Bank of 
England or the Treasury 
about the true value of Bri¬ 
tain’s currency. 

Dealers said there was little 
sign of very active trading 
but one market man asked 
about the state of the market 
simply said, "downwards." 

Economic talks at Prime 
Minister Heath’s 10 Downing 
Street residence and the 
threat of a power workers 


strike ovec wages had a 
depressing effect on the cur¬ 
rency. 

Coupled with heavy selling 
from Zurich and Germany 
early Wednesday, this sent 
foreign exchange dealers 
scrambling for their tele¬ 
phones. But one heavy buyer 
could change the swing mar¬ 
kedly. 

Just before midday the rate 
rallied slightly to $2.3620, but 
by early afternoon it dipped 
again and was hovering 
around $2.3097. 

"Off we go on the band¬ 
wagon once again,” one lead¬ 
ing dealer said later In the 
day. Another commented, 
"there is little business going 
through, but today deals 
which are small in our terms, 
say 500,000 pounds ($1.25 mil¬ 


lion), are actually moving the 
market several points.” 

The pound also showed gen¬ 
eral weakness against Euro¬ 
pean currencies. 

When the pound was deva¬ 
lued in 1967 from $2.80 to 
$2.40, those countries which 
held part of their reserves as 
sterting In London took a 
knock. Financial circles were 
asking Wednesday how to per¬ 
suade them not to remove 
those sterling balances now 
and set off yet another run on 
the currency despite the Basel 
agreement of 1968. 

In Ottawa, a finance depart¬ 
ment spokesman said the de¬ 
clining pound is regarded as a 
mere market fluctuation and, 
even if something "more dra¬ 


matic” happens, such as re¬ 
pegging the pound at a new 
fixed exchange rate, there 
would be a lengthy period of 
internal discussion before any 
reaction. 

Canada holds an "in¬ 
consequential” amount of 
sterling in its foreign ex¬ 
change reserve, he said, 
about $2 million or $3 million 
worth.

OTTAWA (CP) - A drop in 
exports and a marginal in¬ 
crease in imports left Cana- 
d a ’ s merchandise trade 
roughly in balance at the end 
of the third quarter this year. 
Statistics Canada reported 
Wednesday. 

The situation contrasts 
sharply with trade surpluses 
of $155 and $373 million at the 
end of the first and second 
quarters this year — and was 
caused mainly by a drop in 
exports to the U.S. and the 
United Kingdom.

McGovern Raps Political 


\ - . 

Espionage 






DETROIT (UPI) — George 
McGovern laid "the whole 
ugly mess” of alleged politi¬ 
cal sabotage and espionage 
"squarely in the lap of Rich¬ 
ard Nixon” Wednesday. 

Saying he sensed a winning 
‘sleeper" issue in his pursuit 
of an upset victory Nov. 7, 
McGovern hit the corruption 
allegation hard In a day of 
campaigning in the midwest 
and in a paid television 
speech he called the most Im¬ 
portant in his campaign. 

McGovern’s speech con¬ 
tained no new charges about 
the bugging of Democratic 
headquarters at the Water¬ 
gate in Washington or alleged 
efforts to disrupt Democratic 
campaigns. Neither did it 
offer any new evidence to 
back up charges that already 
have been made. 

On television, the Demo¬ 
cratic presidential candidate 
charged the Republician had 
engaged "an army of sabo¬ 
tage agents” seeking not only 


"to defeat the Democratic 
party (but) to destroy it" 

McGovern said earlier In 
Milwaukee that a story in 
Wednesday’s Washington Post 
“places the whole ugly mess 
— corruption, espionage, sab¬ 
otage and wire-tapping — 
right squarely in the lap of 
Richard Nixon.” 

Ronald Ziegler, Nixon’s 
press secretary, called the 
newspaper’s story "vicious” 
journalism, a "well conceived 
and co-ordinated (effort) to 
discredit individuals in this 
administration.” 

McGovern’s speech was 
taped in Washington Monday 
before the Post reported that 
H. R. Haldeman, Nixon’s 
White House chief of staff, 
helped direct the use of a 
$700,000 fund to bug Demo¬ 
cratic national headquarters 
and to seek to disrupt the 
campaigns last spring of can¬ 
didates for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 

In his televised appearance, 


McGovern sought to tie Nixon 
with espionage activity he 
said posed "a moral end a 
constitutional crisis of unprec¬ 
edented dimensions. 

"The men who have cor¬ 
rupted millions in secret 
money, who have passed out 
special favors, who ordered 
political sabotage, who have 
invaded our offices in the 
dead of night — all of these 
men work for Mr. Nixon,” he 
said. 

"Most of them he hired 
himself. And their power 
comes from him alone. They 
act on his behalf and they all 
accept his orders." 

At a cold and windy outdoor 


rally before about 4,000 stu¬ 
dents at Cleveland State Unl- 
versify, McGovern said, 
“These activities demean the 
public trust and they disgrace 
the presidency." 

Flying to Cleveland, McGo¬ 
vern told reporters his 
pollsters were finding a 
strengthening response, espe¬ 
cially among independent and 
Republican voters, to the cor¬ 
ruption charges. 

In his television speech, 
McGovern accused the ad¬ 
ministration of yielding to 
"the immoral influence of big 
money.’' 1 

He cited the International 


Telegraph and Telephone an¬ 
titrust settlement, a favorable 
price commission ruling for 
an insurance company headed 
by a substantial campaign 
contributor, an agriculture de¬ 
partment decision raising 
milk prices after dairy lob¬ 
byists gave the Republicans 
$322,000, postponement of car¬ 
pet safety regulations follow¬ 
ing a gift to the GOP of 
almost $95,000, and the Rus¬ 
sian wheat sale. 


He promised that as pres¬ 
ident he would be "a leader 
who will neither distort the 
truth nor loan away the gov¬ 
ernment.”

Arrow, 51, served in the 
U.S. armed forces in the Sec¬ 
ond World War and became 
professor of economic science 
and statistics at Stanford Uni¬ 
versity in 1949. He has been 
professor at Harvard since 
1968. 

Hicks, in his best known 
work Value and Capital pub¬ 
lished in 1939, gave the gener¬ 
al equilibrium theory an in¬ 
creased economic relevance, 
and presented a comp/1 ete 
equilibrium model with aggre¬ 
gate markets for commodi¬ 
ties, factors of production, 
credit and money. 

His model became of great 
importance as a connecting 
link between general equilib¬ 
rium theory and current 
theories of business cycles, 
the academy said. 

Later, when more modem 
mathematical methods were 
introduced into economic 


science, said the ' academy, 
Arrow applied these to his 
studies and provided the basis 
for a radical reformulation of 
the traditional equilibrium 
theory.

A Cross-Canada Survey by 
The Canadian Press shows 
that the Trudeaumania of the 
1%8 campaign, .where most 
Liberal candidates were 
happy to cash in on the popu¬ 
larity of Pierre Trudeau, has 
no counterpart in the current 
campaign, nor has there been 
any attempt by other parties 
to emulate it. 

In some cases, local can¬ 
didates have come out strong¬ 
ly on the other side of an 
issue from the stand taken by 
their leader. 

Controversy over a second 
Toronto international airport, 
which the federal government 
proposes to build near Picker¬ 
ing. Oni., about 30 miles east 
of the provincial capital, has 
set both Progressive Conser¬ 
vative and Liberal candidates 
at odds with their leaders. 

A strong anti-airport group 
called People or Planes has 
heen lobbying for scrapping 
the airport idea ever since the 
project was announced last 
spring. 

Karlier this month, Mike 
Starr, Conservative candidate 
in Oshawa-Whitby, said his 
riding was destined to be the 
fastest-giowing area of the 
province and he could not vi¬ 
sualize the predicted growth 
without the presence of the 
new airport. 

Only two days previously, 
Conservative leader Robert 
Stanfield had said that a 
strong case for a second air¬ 
port had not been made and 
he felt the project might well 
he undesirable. 

Rarnett Danson, Liberal 
candidate for York North and 
parliamentary secretary to i 
Prime Minister Trudeau in | 
the last House, last week cri¬ 
ticized his government's deci- | 
sion to build the airport at 
Pickering, saying it was a 
mistake not to decide to build 
the facility halfway between 
Toronto and Montreal. 

In Ottawa West. Trudeau 
uas on hand to open the cam¬ 
paign headquarters of Lloyd 
Francis, but Francis has heen 
publicly critical of the gov¬ 
ernment's method of imple¬ 
menting its bilingual policy in 
the federal civil service. 

Cordon Blair, Liberal can¬ 
didate for Orenville-Carleton, 
avoids mentioning both his 
party and the prime minister 
in his newspaper advertising. 

There is also sharp contrast 
• to the Trudeaumania of 19R8 
in Kdmonton West where Lil>- 
eral Mel Hurtig. co-chairman 
of the Committee for an In¬ 
dependent Canada has heen 
highly critical of the Trudeau 
government. 

Hurtig, who refused to ac¬ 
cept $7,000 in Liberal cam¬ 
paign funds because the party 
did not disclose their source, 
has said the Liberal cabinet is 
composed of old-fashioned 
politicians who have not had 
the vision necessary to retain 
an independent Canada. 

Despite LJurtig’s indepen¬ 
dent stand, Trudeau said dur¬ 
ing a campaign swing through 
F.dmonton that he could live 
with a member of the C1C in 
his government, although he 
said there were some of Hur- 
tig's "wilder statements that f 
don't agree with."

“At first I suggested it 
could be built on the site now 
occupied by the Bapco paint 
company on Belleville. But I 
later realized that particular 
site would allnv little room 
for expansion of the institu¬ 
tion in later years." 

He said the Esquimalt dock¬ 
yard would be an ideal site 
because it has all the neces¬ 
sary facilities such as docks 
and heavy shipyard equip¬ 
ment. 

However, a union business 
agent said he will believe the 
institute will be built here 
only when he sees it. 

He noted a Liberal promise 
was made just before the last 
federal election to build a 
56,000,000 ship on the west 
coast to replace the retired 
Coast Guard ship Estevan. 

"The orchestration lixiks 
very similar so we’ll just 
have to wait to see how the 
music turns out," said Boiler¬ 
maker spokesman Neil Hin- 
dle. 

Tlie non-replacemcnt of the 
Estevan despile a firm prom¬ 
ise from the then transport 
minister Paul Hellyer, left a 
bitter taste with those em¬ 
ployed in the shipbuilding 
trades, Hindle recalled. 

He also recalled that ship¬ 
yards were forced to lay men 
off because of lack of work in¬ 
stead of hiring more help as 
had been expected with the 
announcement of the Este- 
van’s replacement. 

"However, if they do actual¬ 
ly build the proposed institute 
here it will be a good thing 
for the workers and the econ¬ 
omy of the area," Hindle 
said. 

“We don’t want promises 
from the government, we 
wapt performance," Hindle 
added. 

The oceanographic institute 
would be the first on Canada's 
west coast. There is such a 
centre located in the Dart- 
m >uth-Halifax area. . 

The proposed institute is ex¬ 
pected to involve research fa¬ 
cilities for hydrography as 
well as oceanography. 

Hydrography deals with the 
physical features and contfi-

sea bottom, the position of 
shallow reefs and the direc¬ 
tion of currents. 


Oceanography includes re¬ 
search into the chemical 
structure of oceans and char¬ 
acteristics of sediment in 
ocean basins. 

Lindholm emphasized that 
the site for the institute has 
been bandied about for a long 
time. 

He said it had been a toss- 
up between having it built in 
the Victoria area or at West 
Vancouver. 

Lindholm said those favor¬ 
ing the West Vancouver loca¬ 
tion argued it would be nearer 
the facilities of the University 
of British Columbia. 

He stressed that with the 
decision to have the institute 
built in this area it will mean 
about 1,000 new jobs will be 
available over a five-year 
period. 

Lindholm also pointed out 
that the institute will also 
benefit many of the allied in¬ 
dustries including the local 
shipyards. 

“It will also prove a great 
benefit to the University of 
Victoria," he added.

Alouette Sale Rumors Denied 


By Berger, U.S. Investor 


MONTREAL (CP) — Sam 
Berger, owner of Montreal 
Alouettes, Wednesday denied 
published reports the Canadi¬ 
an Football League club will 
be sold. 

Berger, in a telephone inter¬ 
view from New York where 
he is attending a meeting of 
the North American Soccer 
League, said reports of the 
imminent sale of the club 
were "sheer speculation.” 

The reports said Robert 
Schmertz of New York, al¬ 
ready involved in professional 
basketball and hockey, would 
be the buyer. Berger pur¬ 
chased the Eastern Football 
Conference franchise in De¬ 
cember, 1969, for a reported 
51.2 million. 

Schmertz, an industrialist 
and sports investor, said he 
has not made a move to buy 
the Alouettes. 

Sole owner of Boston Celtics 
of the National Basketball As¬ 
sociation and majority share¬ 
holder of New England 
Whalers of the World Hockey 
Association, Schmertz, said 


from his Lakewood, N.J., 
home: 

"There is no truth to the 
rumor. I have never spoken to 
Sam Berger.” 

He added he was not inter¬ 
ested iinbuying a team in 
Montreal. The rumors seemed 
to have been founded in part 
on his unsuccessful effort last 
year to get a CFL franchise in 
New York. 

CFL commissioner Jake 
Gaudaur said in Toronto ,”I 
know of no pending applica¬ 
tion. I talked to Sam on Mon¬ 
day about field control and he 
didn’t mention anything of the 
sort.” 


Gaudaur said no club "has 
the right to sell its franchise 
without applying to the league 
for transfer of shares.” 


"No such application has 
been made,” he added. 


Asked if he is in the market 
for a buyer, Berger said: 

"No, I wouldn’t say the 
team is for sale. The question 
they asked me was ‘well if 
you got a reasonable offer 
would you consider it?”’ 

Berger’s reply to that ques¬ 
tion was: "In this world most 
things are for sale, depending 
on what the offer might be." 

Alouettes, meanwhile, took 
steps to solve the problem of 
quarterbacking, brought on 
when Sonny Wade suffered a 
neck injury in a recent game 
against Ottawa. 

Ala brought Billy Poole, a 
Canadian and Boston College 
graduate, into camp to serve 
as backup to George Mira. 

Head coach Sam Etche- 
verry said Wednesday, how¬ 
ever, the club still has & need 
for another import quarter¬ 
back. Poole was cut by the 
Ala before the season started.

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It should have been twice but,

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It could be that just about the best thing that has hap¬ 
pened to B.C. Lions this season are crowd figures which show 
attendance at about 22,000 a game instead of the 30,000 who 
used to get out to Empire Stadium to hope. With their 
season’s total certain to show a significant decrease, perhaps 
even close to or below the club low of 205,780, the Lions may 
have to ease off on their costly recruiting and set about build¬ 
ing a football club in a more sensible fashion. 

The season drawing to a close is so very familiar. The 
Lions have again failed with a roster liberally sprinkled with 
first-year pros, aiyl club officials are once again pleading 
that lack of experfence was the main factor in defeat. They 
are probably correct, but the trouble is they are too often 
right about this. The story is distressingly the same year 
after year — the Lions cannot seem to wait for the talent 
they brought in the previous year, give up on players who 
subsequently get the job done for other clubs and then bring 
in some more new talent and start the process all over again. 

The record shows it all. In their 19 seasons in the Canadi¬ 
an Football League the Lions have had only three winning 
campaigns and only twice reached the top although spending 
considerably more money than any other club with the possi¬ 
ble exception of the somewhat-similar Toronto Argonauts. 

But, unimpressive as they are, those aren’t the figures 
which really sting. In the nine seasons before they won their 
first conference championship and made it to the 1963 Grey 
Cup final, the Lions played .302 football — not as good as had 
been hoped but excellent when compared to the .325 pace 
since they won it all in 1964 and had almost everyone believ¬ 
ing that a dynasty had been started. Since that great day 
when Joe' Kapp, Willie Fleming, Tom Brown, Bill Munsey, 
Mike Cacic and the rest finally put it together, the Lions have 
made it to the playoffs only once, and that time with a 5-11 
slate. 

★ ★ ★ 

It should have been twice but, typically, the Lions blew it 
because of their ability to spend to get “name” college stars 
from the U.S. Club officials won’t admit it but there seems 
little reason not to believe that the Lions would have been a 
playoff club this season had they retained quarterback Tom 
Wilkinson. 

The veteran is no stylist, but he did have the experience 
the Lions lack at football’s most-important position. And he 
has won seven of 11 games for a club which has been so 
riddled by injuries that it being in contention for the confer¬ 
ence title is one off the CFL wonders of recent years. Without 
Wilkinson, Edmonton Eskimos would almost certainly be one 
of the two also rans, with him B.C. Lions would have won at 
least three more games. 

Keeping Wilkinson seemed so much the logical thing. The 
Lions were counting on Don Moorhead making it big, perhaps 
as soon as this season. And with Eric Guthrie, an American- 
trained Canadian with possibilities, joining the club as a rook¬ 
ie, Willinson was just the right kind of insurance. He could 
step in and do the job if Moorhead got hurt or didn’t, as has 
been the case, develop quickly enough to make the club a 
winner in his second pro season. But the Lions went after 
D m Bunco, the Stanford Rose Bowl here and 
perhaps unexpectedly, got his signature on a contract. It 
created a problem they solved by giving up their only experi¬ 
ence at quarterback and making this a wasted season for 
Bunce by keeping him on the bench although Moorhead was 
struggling. 

Perhaps time will prove — and it should be pointed out 
that his hand could have been forced by the size and stipula¬ 
tions of the Bunce contract, that coach Eagle Keys made the 
right decision. Keys is on a long-term contract and has not 
been under the usual Vancouver pressure to produce an im¬ 
mediate winner, but this is his second full season and the 
paying customers are again restive. 

*• ★ * 

It really has been a disappointing season. The Lions 
finished strongly a year ago with Moorhead looking as if he 
indeed might become the team leader and quarterback the 
Lions have lacked since Joe Kapp left. And there were the 
outstanding seasons by Canadian-rookies George Anderson 
and Brian Donnelly, some promising late-season import ac¬ 
quisitions and then a recruiting program which brought in 
bona fide college stars in defence-tackle Ron Estay, line¬ 
backer Ray Nettles and halfbacks John Musso and Monroe 
Eley. Pre-season games brought added hope, but when it 
counted it was found Moorhead was not yet ready and there 
wasn’t the talent depth to minimize injuries when they 
cropped up. 

There are budding problems, too. It is possible that of¬ 
fence-tackle Ken Sugarman, a star since he joined up in 1964, 
may make this his last season. There are also reports that 
Canadian-veteran Greg Findlay may retire, the recurring 
knee problem of defence-tackle Garrett Hunsperger have to 
be a worry and National Football League clubs are quite in¬ 
terested in Eley, who could play out his option next season. 

But the season has brought its progress. The play of Dun¬ 
can’s A1 Wilson at centre is a promising development and 
there is steadily-mounting evidence that Musso, Eley, Estay 
and Nettles, who could become to the Lions almost what 
Wayne Harris was to Calgary Stampeders, are going to be 
every bit as good as fine college careers hinted. And the 
Lions have played a lot of good football as a unit in their last 
eight games to indicate they may indeed be starting to put it 
together. Keys will give the continuity there was under Dave 
Skrien but whether he can match what Skrien, who had 
Kapp. accomplished in his five years will depend more on 
Moorhead, or Bunce, than it does on Hunsperger’s knees. 
Sugarman's retirement plans or Eley’s reaction to the possi¬ 
bility of a chance to become an NFL star.

And, said the Premier 
League officials — again in 
Vancouver — Victoria Regals 
and Vancouver Spartans will 
open their two-game semi¬ 
final series Saturday at Royal 
Athletic Park. 

“Well,” said Regals’ pres¬ 
ident Jack Adams Wednesday 
night without much Hope in 
his yoicc, "the park is booked 
and the league is expecting us 
to play.” 

The trouble is, the league is 
still hoping for the Canadian 
Soccer Association to lift the 
commission's ban on the PSL 
or, at least, allow the league 
to complete its season. 

But the CSA has managed 
to stay well clear of the in¬ 
fighting and Adams said if the 
league doesn’t hear back from

CINCINNATI (LAT) 
— As Is Its custom, Cin¬ 
cinnati lost a world series 
here Sunday. It’s a tra¬ 
dition in Cincinnati. 

The team keeps coming 
home saying "Oops! Sorry 
about that!” It’s always the 
one who wakes up in the 
comer saying "Where am I?” 
while someone waves smell¬ 
ing salts under its nose. 

It's always got the bloody 
nose or the limp or the patch 
over Its eye and sling on its 
arm and its clothes are all 
torn when it comes home. 

It's one thing when it keeps 
getting clomped by the lordly 
Yankees or the Robinson 
Orioles but losing to the Oak¬ 
land Athletics is like getting 
beat up by the kid on the 
block with the long curls and 
velvet pants while his govern¬ 
ess held his coat. 

When you tell people some 
day a team with Johnny 


Bench, Tony Perez, Joe Mor¬ 
gan, Bobby Tolan and Pete 
Rose on it lost to Hall-of- 
Famers like Dick Green, 
Angel Mangual, and Gene 
Tenace on it. people are going 
to frown and say “Let's see, 
was that the one that was 
fixed?” 

It's like an Italian losing an 
opera audition or a German 
losing a heel-clicking contest 
Oakland showed up with eight 
pitchers and 17 other guys, 
not a one of whom could 
make the Cincinnati lineup. 

It's not a big Red Machine, 
it’s a big red face. Its attitude 
should be a kind of embar¬ 
rassed "Heh, heh! Well, kind 
of blew it again, eh, fellows?" 

A1 Hollingsworth is a «cmk> 
southpaw from out of the dis¬ 
tant past, a journeyman re¬ 
liever and spot starter for a 
succession of major (and. 
minor) league teams. He ljj" 
one of those shadowy charac¬ 
ters who earn a precarious 
living on the fringes of base¬ 
ball. 


A1 Hollingsworth is a spy. 

It was his job, five weeks 
before this world series, to 
trail the Cincinnati Reds in a 
cloud of cigar smoke, to sway 
information in bars, check old 
pals on the coaching lines, 
sound out an old newspaper 
buddy. He tries to sit behind 
home plate on road games. 

What he wants to find out is 
what Johnny Bench can’t hit, 
what Don Gullett can't throw. 
Can you bunt, run, hit on 
Gary Nolan? Do you hit or 
take on BUlingbam? 

A1 Hollingsworth got to the 
big leagues on the small 
skills. The booming fastball, 
the whip-snapping curve can 
take anybody to the top and 
he never has to notice the lit¬ 
tle things like the weakness of 
the hitter, how he places his 
feet, what he does on a 3-and- 
1 count But A1 Hollingsworth 
had to notice all these things 
to eat. He was a spy as a 
player, too. He could never 
say "Here! Hit this!" or, they 
would. 


A1 Hollingsworh told the 
club one thing: "Don’t let 
Johnny Bench beat you a ball 
game!” This is baseball for 
“Walk him any time a home 
run will win." 

You may have noticed in 
the eighth inning of the last 
world series’ final game, the 
situation was this: Cincinnati 
had runners on second and 
third with one out and Oak¬ 
land had a 3-1 lead with 
Johnny Bench up. 

There is an axiom in base¬ 
ball that you never put the 
winning run on base, particu¬ 
larly in the late innings. 
Bucky Harris once lost a one- 
hit world series game because 
of this lapse. 

But the Oakland manager, 
Dick Williams, and his staff 
paid more attention to A1 
Hollingsworth than baseball 
lore. They walked Johnny 
Bench intentionally. Johnny 
Bench never hit or scored in 
that situation. The "book" on 
the next hitter (Tony Perez) 
from Hollingsworth was 


"Streak hitter, less likely than 
Bench to homer in key situa¬ 
tion. Pitch to him if sacrifice 
fly can’t hurt you." Perez was 
pitched to, hit a harmless 
sacrifice fly. 

The Hollingsworth in¬ 
telligence on the “out” hitters 
in the Cincinnati lineup 
(shortstops Darrel Chaney 
and Dave Concepcion and 
Cesar Gerontmo and Denis 
Menke) was "Throw them 
good stuff and jam them." 
You may have noticed Oak¬ 
land owner Charley O. Finley 
turning green In the ninth in¬ 
ning when relief pitcher Rollie 
Fingers jammed Chaney so 
close he hit him. 

"Better to hit him than let 
him hit you," was the Holl¬ 
ingsworth warning. 

Oakland's superior pitcher 
saluted the Hollingsworth 
scouting report as a key to 
the staff win. "He not only 
said ‘don’t let Bench beat you 
a ball game, he said ‘don’t 
challenge Bench’ and ‘nobody

can throw the ball by him in¬ 
side,” announced Jim “Cat¬ 
fish" Hunter in the locker 
room spraying champagne 
later. 

Hollingsworth told the Oak¬ 
land board of strategy "Keep 
those first three runners off 
base but, if you can't, hold 

He also advised that "Joe 
Morgan gets a good jump and 
accelerates too quickly to be 
thrown out if you let him 
jump off." But he did say that 
the other half of the Reds’ 
tfack team, Bobby Tolan, 
“often starts running without 
any jump.” He advised that 
‘‘Tolan can be made to shor¬ 
ten up his lead by throwing 
over to first." 

You may have noticed 
pitcher Blue Moon Odom 
threw over to first eight 
straight times on Joe Morgan 
who was then thrown out by 
catcher Dave Duncan trying 
to steal. Odom threw over to 


first all day often enough to 
get a sore arm. The Reds, 
who stole three bases Satur¬ 
day and 11 in the series, stole 
none in the crisis game. 

A glass-armed catcher got 
the new car as the series’ 
super star. Gene Tenace got 
eight hits, four of them home 
runs and the Cincinnati scout¬ 
ing report on him must have 
been terrible. 

I guess they don't give new 


cars to 60-year-old southpaw 
sleuths but tt was intereating, 
in the losers’ clubhouse, man¬ 
ager Sparky Anderson said, 
"If you have to learn baseball 
out of a book, forget ft.”

LONDON (CP) — After 
Jan. 1, 1973, Commonwealth 
citizens wishing to enter Bri¬ 
tain will be treated as aliens, 
for the first time since the ori¬ 
gins of the British Empire. 

Under new immigration 
regulations published Tues¬ 
day, Commonwealth citizens 
wishing to live and work in 
Britain will be permitted 
entry for a maximum of 12 
months for a particular job 
with a specified employer. 
They will also require work 
permits. 

At the end of the 12-month 
period, a Commonwealth citi¬ 
zen may apply for further 
one-year extensions as is the 
case now with aliens here. 


A home office spokesman 
said the "nature of employ¬ 
ment and continuity of resi¬ 
dence” will be crucial factors 
in the decision for such exten¬ 
sions. 

The new regulations, pub¬ 
lished under existing legisla¬ 
tion, take effect at the mo¬ 
ment Britain officially joins 
the European Common Mar¬ 
ket Jan. 1. 

From that time, citizens of 
the other eight countries in 
the enlarged community will 
be free to enter Britain and 
take jobs here merely by pro¬ 
ducing a passport or identity 
card. 

They will be given five-year 
renewable residence permits. 


U.K. 


Prior to 1962, Canadians 
and most other Common¬ 
wealth citizens were allowed 
free access to work in Britain 
without the need for visas or 
work permits. 

Later legislation has made 
it somewhat more difficult to 
work in Britain for an extend¬ 
ed period but Commonwealth 
citizens had continued to 
enjoy special consideration.

‘Matter of Obligation’ 


Two world wars and 
the Korean conflict may 
be bits of history to many 
people but to the veterans 
and their families who 
survive, the politicians’ 
attitudes to veterans hos¬ 
pitals is a vital interest. 

So recent proposals by the 
federal government that the 
Victoria Veterans Hospital be 
transferred to the community 
bring strong reservations 
from all Capital Region can¬ 
didates in the Oct 30 election, 
a Colonist survey shows. 


Ottawa has said that it 
would be willing to turn over 
the 265-bed hospital on Rich¬ 
mond Road over to the com¬ 
munity, through the capital 
Regional Board, but only if 
beds were set aside in general 
hospitals for veterans’ care. 


Former health minister 
Ralph Loffmark would not 
agree to these conditions. 

He held the view that pub¬ 
licly-owned facilities must be 
made available to everyone 
on an equal basis.

Esquiraalt-Saanich Liberal 
candidate, Louis Lindholm, 
favors a plan to Integrate vet¬ 
eran’s hospital care with local 
acute-care facilities because 
of the great demand for acute 
care in Greater Victoria. 


He said this care, “is part 
of our debt to them as ser¬ 
vicemen and we should reas¬ 
sure them that we feel this 
type of care is well deserved. 
I believe it will be used to full

“If we turn our 
veterans’ facilities into gener¬ 
al hospitals then we won’t be 
able to guarantee this ser¬ 
vice.” 


Victoria Liberal David 
Groos takes a slightly dif¬ 
ferent view saying, “We have 
in Victoria a rather special 
situation as many veterans 
come here to retire and find 
they need aid from the veter¬ 
ans hospital. I would not 
favor any changes in hospital 
facilities for veterans unless it 
was in the light of a thorough 
study in consultation with vet¬ 
eran’s organizations like the 
Royal Canadian Legion.” 


Esquimalt-Saanlch N D P 
candidate Roger Smith said 
the question of care for veter¬ 
ans was frequently discussed 
at party conventions and it 
had been concluded “these 
people have given a special 
service to Canada and they 
deserve the best care we can 
provide for them.” 


Victoria independent can¬ 
didate Mike Hall-Patch also 
takes a strong stand on medi¬ 
cal care for veterans saying 
they “were promised medical 
care by the people of Canada 
and they should get this care. 
Suitable accommodation 
should always be available for 
our veterans.” 


Victoria Progressive Con¬ 
servative candidate Allan 
McKinnon is adamant on th£ 
question of integration. “The 
veterans’ hospitals have a 
specific function to perform 
and the demand for service 
will increase not decrease. 
The veterans’ hospitals have 
always shown a special kind 
of humanity that would be 
hard to duplicate.” 


Esquimalt-Saanich Progres¬ 
sive Conservative Donald 
Munro sees veterans’ care 
as a simple matter of obliga¬ 
tion on the part of the federal 
government. 


McKinnon added that many 
“veterans are getting older 
and it’s often hard to define 
their specific illnesses and it 
is here that the veterans’ hos¬ 
pital takes a kindly view and 
gives the veteran the benefit 
of the doubt.” 


Smith said that as time 
passes and fewer veterans use 
the facilities, then the use of 
the hospitals might be re¬ 
viewed in conjunction with 
veterans’ organizations. 


He said the law "as It 
stands requires the govern¬ 
ment to provide these facili¬ 
ties. It is costing a consider¬ 
able amount of money and the 
Liberals would like to wiggle 
out.” 


Groos also stressed the need 
for updating facilities at the 
hospital and an expansion of 
domiciliary care. 


Victoria Social Credit can¬ 
didate Clifford Stretch is to¬ 
tally in favor of retaining the 
status quo in hospital care for 
veterans.

Flemming Hansen also em¬

New Labor Law 
Weathers Vote 


Labor Minister Bill King ac¬ 
t-used Opposition MLAs of try¬ 
ing to “stir up industrial 
strife” as amendments to the 
Mediation Commission Art 
struggled through the legisla¬ 
ture Wednesday. 

King said he was being 
forced to repeat that powers 
given to him as minister in 
the amendments were already 
in the act. 

He blamed opposition crit¬ 
ics for raising “red herrings” 
l" stir up industrial “strife 
and suspicion where none 
exists.” 

The changes in the act were 
given third reading with the 
Snrial Credit Opposition vot¬ 
ing against them in a 41-10 
decision. 

King said if suggested op¬ 
position amendments were 
carried they would “emascu¬ 
late labor relation boards 
from performing the duties to 
be assigned to them” and this 
would cause more labor trou¬ 
ble. 

Allan -Williams (L—West 
Vancouver, Howe Sound) put 
amendments to force the 
lalnir minister to get a court 
order before he or his depu¬ 
ties inspected factories, and 
to take away discretionary 
powers the minister would 
have in relation to confiden¬ 


tial information and its re¬ 
lease to the public. 

The Liberal amendments, 
along with one by former 
labor minister .James Chabot 
to allow courts to question 
some of the information col¬ 
lected by labor department of¬ 
ficials under the act, were de¬ 
feated. 

King told the Legislature 
that he didn’t see anything 
“insidious or dangerous” in 
the act. 

The government changes 
abolish the mediation com¬ 
mission with most of its 
powers reverting to the labor 
minister and his officials 
under a Mediation Services 
Act.

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B.C. Won’t Pare 1973 School Budgets

No Penalty for Extra Funds

The provincial government 
has "no intention" of penaliz¬ 
ing school boards in future for 
emergency funds obtained in 
the current year, Education 
Minister Eileen Dailly as¬ 
sured the Legislature Wednes¬ 
day. 

The minister was answering 
a question put by Dave Brous- 
son (L-North Vancouver Capi- 
lano) during the committee 
stage of debate on the pro- 
l>osed amendments to the 
Public Schools Act which 
modify the schools financing 
formula 

Brousson said he wanted to 
establish whether board 
would indeed find any extra 
funds they new receive would 
J)e charged against them in 
their J973 budget. 

Dailly replied "a very spe¬ 
cific" letter had gone out to 
all boards in the province ad¬ 
vising them of the status of 
special emergency funds au¬ 
thorized sin«e the NDP came 
to power. 

"There is certainly no Inten¬ 
tion of putting these on a 
board's budget for next 
year," the minister said', 
"unless perhaps It has a sur¬ 
plus. But let me repeat we 
Ain't intend to penalize a 
board which receives special 
emergency funds." 

She also repeated earlier 
assurances that a complete 
revision of the financing for¬ 
mula was under way and 
would result in new legislation 
possibly next spring. 

The changes in the act were 
finally approved by a vote of 
40 to 10 with the Liberals and 
Tories siding with the NDP 
agahist^bcraro-edit. 

The committee debate on 


the Tobacco Products Act was 
adjourned by Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald to 
consider an amendment pro¬ 
posed by Garde Gardom' (b^» 
Point Grey) which would ban 
all outdoor display of tobacco 
advertising. 

Earlier Macdonald and Gar¬ 
dom clashed over whether 
regulations which the govern¬ 
ment proposes to establish by 
cabinet order under this Act 
should be specifically delin¬ 
eated by the legislature. The 
attorney-general argued the 
government must have flexi¬ 
bility in order to prevent a 
repetition of the previous to¬ 
bacco ad ban fiasco. 

The same kind of issue 
arose later when Liberal 
MLAs refused to accept as- 
s u r a^ c e s by government 
spokesmen that proposed 
changes in legislative rules 
and procedures would be con¬ 
sidered by an all-party com¬ 
mittee. 


But when Provincial Secre¬ 
tary Ernest Hall said the gov¬ 
ernment wouldn’t accept the 
Liberal amendment because 
the government didn’t want to 
introduce party politics into 
the study to be headed by 
Speaker Gordon Dowding, 
other members took up the 
cause. Individual Socretfs and 
Tory Dr. Scott Wallace said 
they supported the amend¬ 
ment. —- 

Don Phillips (SC-South 
Peace) said the NDP stand 
was symptomatic of what he 
called "the taking on of 
powers by the government — 
the very thing they promised 
not to do." 


Premier Barrett rose to say 
the Socred claim couldn’t 
have been made seriously in 
light of its ' record while in 
government over the past 20 
years. And he repeated assur¬ 
ances that the speaker's re¬ 
port will be presented next 
spring to an all-party commit¬ 
tee of MLAs. 


Opposition Leader W. A. C. 
Bennett then said he had re¬ 
ceived similar assurances 
from the speaker’s office and 
wasn't prepared to accept the 


amendment which then 
passed on a voice vote with 
only the five Liberals saying 
nay. 

The bill was then given 
unanimous third reading by 
the house. 

Among other bills which 
also received- final approval, 
and now await only royal as¬ 
sent at the session’s end 
which is expected to come 
Friday, was the repeal of the 
ban on liquor advertising. 
Here again the Socreds voted 
against the bill.

Yesterday we were discussing the 
culture of the Paper White narcissus in 
ornamental bowls of pebbles and water. 
There are two big advantages in this 
form of culture; one is the speed with 
which the bulbs can be brought into 
bloom, for bulbs started within the next 
couple of weeks can provide fresh, liv¬ 
ing flowers to grace the Christmas din¬ 
ner table. * 

Another advantage is the fact that no 
prolonged period in cold darkness is 
required. This cold storage after potting 
Is very necessary when growing hya¬ 
cinths, tulips and daffodils, and rules 
out automatically the flower lover who 
lives in a single room ui an apartment. 
In fact, it isn’t easy to find a really 
cold, dark storage place in ANY mod¬ 
em home these days. So, for folks with¬ 
out a root cellar or cold fruit cupboard, 
it is better to sitick to the very few kinds 
which can be grown successfully with¬ 
out a cool start and in pebbles and 
water instead of soil. 

The Paper White narcissus isn’t the 
only bulb that can be grown in this way. 
This flower has several cousins which 
will bloom without a prolonged period 
in cold darkness and which will thrive, 
in a bowl of pebbles and water. 

Kven quicker to come into bloom 


than the Paper White is the Chinese 
Sacred Lily, also known as the Joss 
Flower, Flower of the Gods, Good Luck 
Lily and Water Fairy Flower. I should 
point out here that these are all region¬ 
al nicknames; the plant is not a lily but 
another narcissus — actually Narcissus 
tazetta oriental is. 

To the best of my knowledge, the 
only place where these bulbs are grown 
commercially is in the heart of main¬ 
land China, in a group of ten villages 
lying to the south of the city of 
Chungking. Started from small offsets, 
the villagers transplant the bulbs every 
year for three years, and in the fourth 
summer the flowering-size bulbs are 
dug, dried and exported to world mar¬ 
kets through the port of Hong Kong. 

I think this is about the first indoor 
plant I ever grew. Long before the 
Madison Avenue types started giving 
away fancy desk sets and gadgets to 
clients and customers for Christmas, an 
old Chinese laundryman in our neigh¬ 
borhood would always have a stock of 
these bulbs in the fall, presenting one to 
each of his steady patrons as a goodwill 
gift' just as he always had li-chce nuts 
at Christmas for the children of the 
neighborhood. 

Incidentally, the chaste white flower 


of the oriental narcissus is considered 
an emblem of purity by the Chinse. 

Not quite so quick to come into 
bloom is Narcissus tazetta "Cragford” 
—^ a real beauty, with a pure white 
perianth and brilliant scarlet cup, and 
with a sweet, heady fragrance that can 
perfume a whole room. The individual 
flowers are on the small side, but with 
five to eight flowers on each stem. 
Bulbs cost around 30c each, and for an 
enchanting display, pack in as many 
bulbs as your bowl of pebbles will hold. 

Closely related to Paper White is a 
narcissus called Grand Soleil d’Or. 
probably the showiest of all the bulbs 
that can he grown under pebble culture. 
Bearing anywhere from 8 to 14 flowers 
per stem, the blooms are a rich golden 
yellow with a gright orange cup. The 
bulbs are a little more expensive, around 
40c each. 

All four kinds — Paper White, Crag- 
ford, Grand Soleil d’Or and the Chinese 
Sacred Lily — do best with plenty of 
sun and a decidedly cool room while 
making their topgrowth, and as with all 
indoor windowsill plants, the bowl 
should be given a half-turn every day to 
keep the stems from leaning toward the 
light. Once the flowers appear, they will 
remain in bloom longer if the bowl is 
removed from direct sunlight.

Engineer’s Verdict: 


Wally 4 Tremendous 


The University of British 
Columbia’* “Wally Wagon/' 
an experimental urban car 
that last nmmer won distin¬ 
guished international awards, 
is a “tremendous achieve¬ 
ment,” says John Kerr erf Vic¬ 
toria, president of the B.C. 
Association of Professional 
Engineers. 

The current issue of the as¬ 
sociation’s monthly journal 
review* the features of the 
vehicle that was designed and 
fabricated by engineering stu¬ 
dents at UBC. 

Kerr said UBC’s success in 
the continent-wide contest 
was significant because he ex¬ 
pected entries from well- 
financed U.S. universities 
would almost automatically 
place first. 

When the car was taken on 
a tour of B.C. last summer, 
such features as the compu¬ 
terized electric door locks, 
which are meant to obstruct 
entry by a drunken driver, 
caught the public’s attention. 

However, engineers point 
out that the vehicle has many 
other interesting aspects, 
such as a roll cage that en¬ 
tirely encloses passengers. In 
addition, steel bars slide into 
place after the doors are 
closed to shield passengers 
against side impacts. 

The fuel of the Wally Wagon 
— named after UBC president 
Walter Gage — is liquid natu¬ 
ral gas, which produces 70 
per cent less exhaust emission 
than gasoline. 

Several innovative controls 
on supply of air, cooling and 
heat in the exhaust manifold 
reduce emissions still further. 
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BOTH DOOR and igni¬ 
tion of UBC’s Wally Wa¬ 
gon have “drunk locks” 
that intoxicated driver 
cannot use until he pass¬ 
es a computerized mem¬ 
ory and reflex test built 
into the system. 


Another unusual feature is 
the pneumatic system used in 
the front bumpers. It involves 
four inflated bags which ab¬ 
sorb all the impact at a speed 
of five miles an hour. Alumi¬ 
num honeycomb, which can 
be replaced at a cost of 55 
after each collision, is used in 
a similar energy-absorbing 
system in the rear bumpers. 

Most car engines use either 
centrifugal advance, vacuum 
advance or a oambteation of 
centrifugal and vacuum to ad¬ 
vance the spark as the engine 
speeds up. These systems, 
however, do not react instan¬ 
taneously. 

The Wally Wagon’s advance 
unit overcomes those short¬ 
comings in that it reacts to 
changing engine speeds within 
one-quarter of one engine rev¬ 
olution. Through the use of a 
small computer, it fires the 
spark plugs exactly when re¬ 
quired for each given engine 
speed. 

This Is achieved through 
mounting a code wheel on the 
end of the camshaft. The 
wheel makes and breaks a 
beam of light that sends two 
signals to the computer. 

From these signals, the 
computer knows the engine 
speed and can tell the spark 
plugs to fire at the correct in¬ 
stant.

Symphony Aims Eyed 


Victoria Symphony Society 
this week, through its board 
of directors, took a long, 
thoughtful look at its future 
aims and hopes. It was not a 
meeting for direct plans, but 
a discussion of priorities and 
directions. 

The talk was launched by 
society president John Di Cas- 
tri whose aim, he said, was to 
cut away from the parliamen¬ 
tary mechanics of such meet¬ 
ings of the board of directors, 
and to involve members in an 
active thought process on the 
society’s, and the orchestra’s 
future. 

There were major issues 
which must be considered* he 
said, the orchestra’s future; 
summer concerts; links with 
schools; financing, communi¬ 
ty involvement. 

Central Theme 

All were worked into the 
evening’s pattern of discus¬ 
sion. bill the central theme 
( for this meeting was ihe 
orchestra. 

One question posed by Di 
Castri was, did the board 
want the orchestra to rise to 
full professional status', or to 
level off at its present status? 

Every one of the 20 or so 
directors present had some¬ 
thing to say. and while agree¬ 
ment on details varied they 
were as one in this respect: 
the orchestra, which had 
shown immense strides in re¬ 
cent years, must not he al¬ 
lowed to remain static. It 
must go ahead within its 
limits. 

Limits Financial 

Those limits, it was agreed, 
were largely financial. 

The attainment of fijll pro¬ 
fessional status — that is, the 
position where every member 
of the orchestra was paid a 
full living wage just for work 
with the orchestra — was 
clearly an impossibility. 

Indeed, conductor Las/.lo 
Gati said not even Canada's 
largest and most affluent 
symphonies had reached that

M cup soft butter, 1 table¬ 
spoon grated orange peel. 

Combine prunes, 1 cup 
water, and spices; simmer 15 
minutes.

There were more 
than enough for all custom¬ 
ers. 

“There was some Initial 
panic buying and hoarding 
when the severity of the pota¬ 
to and cabbage crop losses* 
became known.’' a western 
diplomat who closely follows 
the Soviet food situation said.

Moscow region farms fell 
short of their annual targets 
— some lost half their pota¬ 


toes — and capital officials 
have had to get potatoes and 
cabbages from the Baltic re¬ 
publics and Byelorussia. 
Some cabbages have been im¬ 
ported from Poland. 

“The lines for cabbage are 
longer than usual for this 
time of year but lines for po¬ 
tatoes have slacked off,” one 


diplomat said. “There are 
less potatoes in the farmers 
markets than there would nor¬ 
mally be.” 

State stores have controlled 
prices and farmers markets, 
which offer higher quality 
produce and more variety, 
charge what the traffic will 
bear.

Two letters exploded in 
Beirut. Lebanon, blinding a 
youth and injuring six other 
persons.

letter bomb discovered Wf 
Cairo was addressed to 
Farouk Kaddoumi. a key 
leader of the Fatah Pales¬ 
tinian guerrillas and a 
member of the PLO executive 
committee. 

The booby-trapped letters to 
Nixon. Laird and Rogers were 
found in the sorting room of a 
post office in Israel’s northern 
frontier town of Kiryat 
.Shmona. near the Lebanese 
border. 

Police did not say whether 


message was included with 
the plastic explosive charge, 
which resembled a strip of 
tape. 

The three .explosive letters 
in Israel were of the same 
type mailed last month from 
Amsterdam to Israeli officials 
in various parts of the world, 
police said. 

Police Superintendent Mor- 
dechai Tavor said the three 
envelopes were detected when 
the Washington addresses 
"aroused the suspicion of pos¬ 


tal workers" in the border 
settlement. 

"This morning the enve¬ 
lopes were examined by 
members of the security 
forces and were found to con¬ 
tain explosive charges, simi¬ 
lar to the envelopes sent from 
Amsterdam." Tavor said. 

One of the Amsterdam en¬ 
velopes exploded and killed 


an Israeli agricultural attache 
in Ixindon. 

The envelopes posted" in 
Kiryat Shmona could have 
been mailed by Arab guerrilla 
infiltrators slipping into the 
country from Lebanon, less 
than two imlqs away across 
the hills. Police sources in 
Kiryat Shmona. however, said 
they did not believe the explo¬ 


sives letters to Nixon, Ijaird 
and Roger were the work of 
infiltrators. 

Other sources noted that 
about 153.000 arabs from 
around the Middle East have 
come into Israel and Israeli- 
occupied territory this year in 
the annual summer visits pro¬ 
gram to see friends and fami¬ 
lies.

The B.C. Federation of 
Peace Officers Is joining with 
the Saanich police union in 
appealing a B.C. Supreme 
Court decision which support¬ 
ed the Saanich police commis¬ 
sion in its method of dismissal 
of a policeman. 

Federation president Frazer 
MacDonald of Esquimau said 
| Wednesday the decision to ap¬ 
peal the judgment in the case 
of Constable John Merrifield 
was taken at a joint meeting 
of the executives of the feder¬ 
ation and of the Saanich 
union. ■ »■ 

MacDonald said the federa¬ 
tion felt it should support the 
appeal because of the impact 
the. decision could have on job 
security for policemen all 
across B.C. and possibly even 
across Canada. 

The decision in the Mer¬ 
rifield case was handed down 
last week by Mr. Justice *R. 


A. Wootton. Merrifield was 
dismissed June 26 by the 
Saanich police commission, 
and on June 28 the commis¬ 
sion sent him a letter notify¬ 
ing him of this. 


Wootton ruled, however, 
that under the Municipal Act, 
it was legal to have such a 
dismissal because the police- 
med hold office at the plea¬ 
sure of police commissions.

CHICAGO (UPI) - A cir¬ 
cuit court judge Wednesday 
freed Cook County State’s at¬ 
torney Edward Hanrahan and 
13 other law officers of 
charges that' they conspired to 
cover up and distort the facts 
about a 1969 police raid in 
which two Black Panther 
leaders were killed. 

Judge Philip Romiti acquit¬ 
ted the controversial Chicago 
chief prosecutor without lis¬ 
tening to any defense testimo¬ 
ny in the trial. He ruled after 
listening to prosecution testi¬ 


mony for 13 weeks that “the 
evidence is simply not suf¬ 
ficient to establish any con¬ 
spiracy against any of the de¬ 
fendants.” 

It was a resounding court 
victory for Hanrahan, one¬ 
time political protege of 
Mayor Richard Daley, in the 
stretch run of his race for re- 
election. The acquittal, cou¬ 
pled with a victory over Re¬ 
publican Bernard Carey on 
Nov. 7, could establish him as 
a new power in Chicago Dem¬ 
ocratic politics.

EDMUNDSTON, N.B. 
(CP) — Prime Minister 
Trudeau flew across Can¬ 
ada Wednesday carrying 
the message that he had 
left in British Columbia 
a day earlier — that the 
Canada of 1972 is a far 
cry from the Canada he 
begin governing in 1968. 

About 2.000 persons, who 
waited in an auditorium until 
nearly 11 p.m. for the delayed 
prime minister, gave him a 
rousing reception in this 
northern New Brunswick town 
when he brought his message 
of “a new confident Canada of 
1972.” 

His speech, almost entirely 
In French, was similar to 
speeches delivered in Western 
Canada earlier in the week — 
that a new consensus has de¬ 
veloped in the country, that 
separatism is on the decline, 
and that Canadians are no 
longer in search of them¬ 
selves. 

For the first time since 
early in the campaign, the 
prime minister was accom¬ 
panied by his wife, Margaret, 
who planned to join him in 
Fredericton today and on sev¬ 
eral Ontario appearances. 

Trudeau, whose jet aircraft 
landed at the Loring Strategic 
Air Command base at Lime¬ 
stone, Me., was delayed when 
the smaller aircraft, which 
was to fly him here, was 
grounded by poor weather. He 
drove the 60 miles in a car. 

If his audience minded the 
wait there was no indication 
of it. 

Trudeau was cheered wildly 
as he repainted the picture of 
the Canada of 1972, a portrait, 
he has been working on 
through most of the cam¬ 
paign. 

In just four short years, be 
said, talk of two nations, of 
special status, of Western 
alienation, had all disap¬ 
peared from federal cam¬ 
paigns. And It has been re¬ 
placed by a quiet confidence, 
a new sense of purpose and a 
pride in the country.

Sev¬ 
eral persons were arrested 
and at least two students 
were injured. 

At one point, about 50 anti¬ 
government demonstrators 
staged a "sit-in" on Ahumada 
Street, Santiago's main shop¬ 
ping artery, blocking a police 
patrol wagon. Police dis¬ 
persed the crowd with several 
tear gas barrages. 

The strikes began Oct. 11, 
when truck owners and in¬ 
dependent drivers took their 
vehicles off the roads to 
protest proposed creation of a 
federal trucking authority in a 
southern province. They 
claimed it was a step toward 
total nationalization of their 
business. 

Other trade and profes¬ 
sional organizations struck in 


sympathy, and the walkout 
extended to retail merchants, 
physicians, dentists, taxi and 
bus drivers, and others. There 
were several days of rioting 
in Santiago's streets last 
week. 

The government has im¬ 
posed a form of martial law 
in 20 of Chile's 25 provinces 
and a six-hour curfew begin¬ 
ning at midnight in Santiago 
and other populous areas. 

The government also has 
taken control of programming 
of all radio and television sta¬ 
tions in Chile, closing several 
that failed to go along with 
the decree. 

Allende said in his national¬ 
ly broadcast midnight speech 
that some strikers "have be¬ 
come desperate and irrespon¬ 
sible. forcing them to direct 
attacks and sabotage." Al¬ 
lende said 59 acts of sabotage 
had been committed since the 
walkouts began.

The NDP government 
intends to launch a study 
of non-profit chronic care 
facilities in B.C. as a high 
priority, Premier Barrett 
told the Legislature Wed¬ 
nesday; 

And the premier said any 
private hospitals hard hit by 
the new minimum wage of $2 
an hour could apply to the 
provincial welfare department 
for help. 

Barrett also repeated NDP 
policy that it did not favor 
profit-making in the health 
field. 

He had been questioned dur¬ 
ing committee debate of the 
Male Minimum Wage Act by 
Tory house leader Dr. Scott 
Wallace (Oak Bay) about 
Glengarry Private Hospital in 
Victoria planning to increase 
daily rates from $14 to $16 
because of the minimum 
wage boost to $2 from $1.50. 

Wallace read a letter to the 
house from the hospital in 
which it outlined the increases 
set to come into effect Nov. 22 
or the date the minimum 
wage increase began, which¬ 
ever was latest. 

The Tory house leader said 
such increases in private hos¬ 
pital rates were likely to con¬ 
tinue. 

Liberal leader Dave Ander¬ 
son (Victoria) asked Barrett 
if there was some sort of sub¬ 
sidy available for such cases 
where a social need was being 
performed. 

The premier replied that 
hospitals in need because of 
the minimum wage boost 
would have to turn to the wel¬ 
fare department which had 
been subsidizing in the pri¬ 
vate hospital field. 

He said the government did 
not believe any employee in a 
private hospital should sub¬ 
sidize the hospital through low 
wages in order to keep it eco¬ 
nomically viable. 

Saying chronic care through 
tlie government was an ur¬ 
gent priority. Barrett added 
that the NDP would review 
present arrangements with 
private hospitals to the best of 
its ability to ensure no patient 
will suffer because of the 
change in the minimum wage 
or any other amendment. 

Wallace asked: "Can I in¬ 
terpret it that the government 
intends to create non-profit,

716,000 registered unemployed 
was 11.2 per cent.

Young Liberal and Young 
Progressive Conservative or¬ 
ganizations are considering 
banding together for the re¬ 
maining campaign days of 
Monday’s election in an effort 
to get young people interested 
in voting, it was learned 
Wednesday. 

Informed sources for both 
groups said the two youth or¬ 
ganizations, which are sup¬ 


ported financially by the 
parent parties, probably will 
announce the plan today in 
Toronto. That would give 
them three days to interest 
Canada’s roughly three- 
million voters 18 to 24 years 
old in turning up at the polls. 

Both informants said the 
New Democratic Party youth 
organization, which has an 
Ontario president but no na¬ 


tional structure, also is inter¬ 
ested in the plan. That group 
would be encouraged to join 
the other two. 

The proposed joint effort is 
said to be the work of the 
presidents of the two old-line 
party youth groups—Bob 
Dundas of the Liberals and 
Len Domino of the Conserva¬ 
tives. 

Idea of the joint effort 


would be for youthful party 
workers to seek out the 
haunts of young people — 
pubs, campus meeting places, 
poolrooms and such — to talk 
to young people about the 
need to play a part in democ¬ 
racy’s basic exercise. 

No effort would be made to 
ram party policy or philoso¬ 
phy down the throats of the 
young voters.

Allende, Truckers 
Reach Agreement 


SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI) — 
President Salvador Allende 
and striking truck owners 
reached agreement Wednes¬ 
day night on settling their 
walkout, key to the national 
labor strikes which have cost 
Chile $100 million. 

A delegation of truck 
owners met twice with Al¬ 
lende during the day and said 
they had reached agreement 
"in principle" on ending their 
strike. They said the tentative 
accord will be submitted to 
their federation for final ac¬ 
tion. 

The socialist president said 
earlier that "the problems 
could be solved today." Presi¬ 
dential Palace sources said 
indirect negotiations with the 
government had preceded the 
series of meetings with Al¬ 
lende. 

Meanwhile, riot police tear- 
gassed demonstrators in 


downtown Santiago in a re¬ 
newed outburst of the violence 
that has flared sporadically 
during the 14-day crisis. Sev¬ 
eral persons were arrested 
and at least two students 
were injured. 

At one point, about 50 anti- 
government demonstrators 
staged a "sit-in" on Ahumada 
Street, Santiago's main shop¬ 
ping artery, blocking a police 
patrol wagon. Police dis¬ 
persed the crowd with several 
tear gas barrages. 

The strikes began Oct. 11, 
when truck owners and in¬ 
dependent drivers tpok their 
vehicles off the roads to 
protest proposed creation of a 
federal trucking authority in a 
southern province. They 
claimed it was a step toward 
total Nationalization of their 
business. 

Other trade and profes¬ 
sional organizations struck in 


sympathy, and the walkout 
extended to retail merchants, 
physicians, dentists, taxi and 
bus drivers, and others. There 
were several days of rioting 
in Santiago's strgets last 
week. 

The government has im¬ 
posed a form of martial law 
in 20 of Chile’s 25 provinces 
and a six-hour curfew begin¬ 
ning at midnight in Santiago 
and other populous areas. 

The government also has 
taken control of programming 
of all radio and television sta¬ 
tions in Chile, closing several 
that failed to go along with 
the decree. 

Allende said in his national¬ 
ly broadcast midnight speech 
that some strikers "have be¬ 
come desperate and irrespon¬ 
sible. forcing them to direct 
attacks and sabotage.” Al¬ 
lende said 59 acts of sabotage 
had been committed since the 
walkouts began.

Historic Crest Stays, 
But Title in Doubt 


But in the Victoria area 
these days that’s about all 
that’s sure to be found on 
them. 


Lettering on the cars may 
say RCMP or Police, or, ac¬ 
cording to Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner Gordon Cunningham, 
there may be no lettering at 
all on some cars. 


Traditionally the cars have 
carried the initials RCMP un¬ 
derneath the crest, but last 
winter a federal decision was 
made to change that to Po¬ 
lice. 


Policy at the moment, said 
Cunningham, is to leave new 
cars brought into the force 
blank until a final policy deci¬ 
sion on what identification 
should be put on the sides 
comes from Ottawa. 


Grounds given for the deci¬ 
sion were that the word Po¬ 
lice reads the same in French 
as in English, and that some 
foreigners were not sure what 
the RCMP on the cars meant. 


that the changes were 
stopped, at least temporarily. 

Since the change to Police 
was stopped, Cunningham 
said, the policy had been to 
put only the crests oi^ the 
sides of new cars, leaving an 
area blank for the filling In of 
whatever lettering is finally 
decided upon. 


It seems that in the Victoria 
area most of the care still say 
RCMP. A few say Police 
(with Royal Canadian Mount¬ 
ed Police and its French 
equivalent, Gendarmerie 
Royale du Canada in smaller 
type underneath it.) 

Cunningham said there 
were “quite a few” of the 
blank cars throughout B.C., 
but it wasn’t certain how 
many of them were in the 
Victoria area. 


However, the decision to re¬ 
move the word RCMP from 
the cars brought such a storm 
of protest from the public, 
especially in Western Canada, 


Cunningham said he hoped 
the final decision would be 
made soon. “We’d like to 
have uniform cars, but we 
can’t until we know what Ot¬ 
tawa’s going to finally de¬ 
cide.” 


But it seems the frequent 
changes have confused even 
some members of the force as 
to what the latest policy is. 

One said it seemed that the 
initials RCMP again were re¬ 
placing the blank on cars in 
the area, while another said 
the latest car he’d seen still 
had Police on it. 

A third said simply, “Right 
now it’s just all confusion.’’

Ellis applied for the writ 
after Davis refused to sign 
the bylaw which would desig¬ 
nate the 300-acre Kingswood 
area of North Saanich a dev¬ 
elopment area. 

The designation would open 
the way for a development 
planned by Ellis for the re¬ 
gion which would include a 
350-unit housing development 
and an 18-hole golf course. 

North Saanich council 
adopted the bylaw in June, 
and reaffirmed it in July, but 
Davis refused to sign it, and 
his signature was necessary 
to make it law. 

In court Davis argued, 
through his lawyer, Ronald 
Cook, that he would not sign it 
because it had not been prop¬ 
erly passed by council in that 
they had not considered cer¬ 
tain aspects of the rezoning as 
required in the Municipal Act.

Wootton in his judgment 
wrote, however, that though 
Davis and Grieve were “mast 
sincere’’ in their stand, there 
was no illegality in the pass¬ 
ing.of the bylaw “but merely 
a division of opinion on the 
part of members of council." 

In the absence of Davis, no 
one else can sign the bylaw 
since he was the council 
member who presided over 
the meeting at which it was 
passed. 

Grieve said one really 
couldn’t expect Davis to sign 
without receiving a formal 
writ after going through all 
the struggle of the court case. 
"They (Ellis and supporters 
of the bylaw) haven’t co¬ 
operated with us in the past; 
why should we try to co¬ 
operate with them now? . . . 
If they want to go that route, 
let them get their writ and 
serve It.”

Oceanography Plant 


Promised by Davis

A multi-million dollar 
oceanography institute 
will be built in the Great¬ 
er Victoria area, Envi¬ 
ronmental Minister Jack 
Davis announced Wed¬ 
nesday. 


A telegram to Esquimalt- 
Saanich Liberal candidate 
Louis Lindholm from the min¬ 
ister said: ( 

“The proposed oceanogra¬ 
phic institute will be located 
in the Victoria area." 

Although no specific loca¬ 
tion or date to start the pro¬ 
ject was mentioned, Lindholm 
said the site for the institute 
could lie at Esquimalt dock¬ 
yard, Colwood, or Patricia 
Bay. 

He also said he expected an 
early start on the develop¬ 
ment. 

“This announcement came 
as no surprise to me,” Vic¬ 
toria’s Liberal candidate David 
Groas told the Colonist. He 
noted the possibility of such a 
research centre for the west 
c^ast has been in the works 
for a number of years. 

“At first I suggested it 
could be built on the site now 
occupied by the Bapco paint 
company on Belleville. But I 
later realized that particular 
site would allow little room 
for expansion of the institu¬ 
tion in later years.” 

He said the Esquimalt dock¬ 
yard would be an ideal site 
because it has all the neces¬ 
sary facilities such as docks 
and heavy shipyard equip¬ 
ment. 

However, a union business 
agent said he will believe the 
institute will he built here 
only when he sees it. 

He noted a Liberal promise 
was made just before the last 
federal election to build a 
56,000,000 ship on the west 
coast to replace the retired 
Coast Guard ship Estevan. 

"The orchestration looks 
very similar so we’ll just 
have to wait to see how the 
music turns out," said Boiler¬ 
maker spokesman Neil Hin- 
dle. 

- The non-replacement of the 
Estevan despite a firm prom¬ 
ise from the then transport 
minister Paul Hellyer, left a 
bitter taste with those em¬ 
ployed in the shipbuilding 
trades, Hindle recalled. 

He also recalled that ship¬ 
yards were forced to lay men 
off because of lack of work in¬ 
stead of hiring mofe help as 
had been expected with the 
announcement of the Ere¬ 
van's replacement. 

“However, if they do actual¬ 
ly build the proposed Institute 
here it will be a good thing 
for the workers and the econ¬ 
omy of the area," Hindle 
said. 

"We don’t want promises 
from the government, we 
want performance," Hindle 
added. 

The oceanographic institute 
would be the first on Canada’s 
west coast. There is such a 
centre located in the Dart- 
m >uth-Halifax area. 

The proposed institute is ex¬ 
pected to involve research fa¬ 
cilities for hydrography as 
well as oceanography. 

Hydrography deals with the 
physical features and condi- 




Oceanography includes re¬ 
search into the chemical 
structure of oceans and char¬ 
acteristics of sediment in 
ocean basins. 

Lindholm emphasized that 
the site for the institute has 
been bandied about for a long 
time. 


He said it had been a toss- 
up between having it built in 
the Victoria area or at West 
Vancouver.
